self!  ; But,  second, at  Dr.  Watson  olwenret,  Tim¬ 
othy’s  bodily  constitution  was  Teit  delicate  and 
feeble.”— See  1st  Tim.  t.  23.  And  tie  was  the  last 
man  who  was  capable  of  fighting.  Your  corres- 
poudeot  will  not,  I  hope,  consider  me  at  holdii^ 
him  up  to  ridicule  in  these  remarks;  for  nothing  it 
farther  from  me  than  this.  1  agree  with  8  ,  that  this 
passage  has  “  nothing  to  do  with  ordinatioa.”  ^  It  no 
doubt  refers  to  the  restoration  of  excommunicated 
peraont ;  at  Dr.  Henry  Hammond  has  very  satis¬ 
factorily  proTcd.— See  Hammond  in  loco,  comment¬ 
ary  on  Isi  Tim.  r.  22,  critical  obserrations,  note  D. 

The  learned  Theodoret  has  some  rery  judicious 
and  satisfactory  remarks  in  proof  ef  this  idea.  Your 
readers  are  referred  to  his  notes  in  loco. 

The  next  rassage  which  speaks  of  laying  on  of 
hands,  is  2d  Tim.  i.  6.  As  I  bare  spoken  upon  the 
laying  on  of  hands  upon  Timothy  in  this  letter,  I 
pass  on  to  Heb.  ri.  2— “  Of  the  doctrine  of  baptisms, 
and  of  laying  on  of  hands  dec.  Bishop  Seaburv, 
in  his  sermons,  thinks  that  the  laying  on  of  hands 
spoken  of  here,  refers  to  confirmation, — See  his 
works,  published  by  T.  and  J.  Swords,  N.  Y. — 
But  this  cannot  be  the  meaning  of  the  passage;  for 
it  evidently  refers  to  the  miraculous  influences  of 
the  divine  Spirit ;  and  no  diocesan  bishop  will  pre¬ 
tend,  at  the  present  day,  to  give  the  Holy  Ghost,  un¬ 
less  he  be  of  the  Popish  stamp  of  the  superstitious 
Laud,  or  Rainbow,  or  Dodwell,  or  Danbeny.  That 
the  apostle  is  alluding  here  to  miraculous  influence, 
is  palpable,  froaa  the  fourth  verse  of  this  chapter, 
where  he  speaks  of  those  “  who  were  made  par¬ 
takers  of  the  Holy  Ghost,”  probably  by  this  cere¬ 
mony.  Many  learned  critics  have  delivered  the 
opinion  that  the  “laying  on  of  hands”  in  this  2d 
verse  refers  to  the  bestowment  of  supernatural 
powers. 

Thus,  Mr.  Editor,  I  have  examined  every  passage, 
both  in  the  Old  and  New  Testament  scriptures,  that 
speaks  of  laying  on  of  hands;  and, it  must  be  evi¬ 
dent  to  every  unprejudiced  man,  that  this  ceremony, 
at  the  present  day,  has  in  it  ao  efficacy  whatever ; 
but  is  a  mere  form.  In  my  next  letter  I  will  close 
this  subject,  as  it  is  so  manifestly  evident  that  there 
is  no  command  for  it,  and  that  there  is  no  utility 
in  it.

hers  of  the  Board.  And  so  it  was.  But,  on  the  other 
hand,  those  who  composed  the  majority  in  the  la.st  Gen¬ 
eral  Assembly,  thought  it  unreasonable  that  they  should 
be  called  to  elect  a  Board,  and  send  it  forth  as  their  Board, 
and  yet  are  not  allowed  the  right  of  freely  selecting 
such  men  as  would  truly  represent  the  views  ol  that  As¬ 
sembly.  And  so  it  was.  The  only  remedy  is,  to  place 
the  Board  of  Missions  on  the  same  footing  with  the 
Western  Board.  Let  a  vote  be  passed,  changing  the 
constitution  of  the  Board,  so  that  all  the  present  mem¬ 
bers  shall  continue  in  office  during  the  term  for  which 
they  were  chosen,  and  hereaftei  each  synod  that  shall 
become  auxiliary  to  the  Board  shall  be  entitled  to  choose 
three  members  of  the  Board,  and  each  presbytery  auxil¬ 
iary  one  member.  Let  the  name  be  “  The  Presbyterian 
Board  of  Domestic  Missions.”  Let  the  General  Assem¬ 
bly  recommend  it  to  the  confidence  and  respect  of  all, 
and  to  the  liberal  support  of  all  such  as  prefer  a  Board 
that  is  purely  Presbyterian,  and  strictly  ecclesiastical. — 
Let  its  annual  meetings  be  at  the  sessions  of  the  General 
As-sembly.  Let  all  those  preshy  teries  who  prefer  the  ex¬ 
clusive  action  of  this  Board  among  their  churches,  free¬ 
ly  say  so,  and  let  no  one  attempt  to  thwart  or  to  censure 
them  iu  this  exercise  of  their  legitimate  powers,  accord¬ 
ing  to  their  own  direction. 

in.  EDUCATION. 

The  name  of  the  Presbyterian  Education  Society  is 
calculated,  whether  justly  or  not,  to  awaken  a  suspi¬ 
cion  that  it  was  adopted  to  serve  a  turn.  It  is  a  palpable 
misnomer.  It  does  not  express  the  truth.  There  is  no¬ 
thing  Presbyterian,  either  in  the  constitution  oi  the  ac¬ 
tion  of  the  society.  Any  person  may  become  a  mem¬

COUNTER  TESTIMONY  TO  BE-  EXAMINEO. 

From  what  has  already  appeared  in  the  Evange¬ 
list  under  this  caption,  the  reader  has  perceived 
that  the  ground  of  total  abstinence  f'lom  the  shed¬ 
ding  of  human  blood,  by  man’s  killing  bis  fellow- 
man,  has  been  assumed ;  and  that  this  involves  the 
necessity  of  showing,  if  it  can  be  done,  that  the 
supposed  conclusive  arguments  on  the  other  side 
are  unsound.  Considering  the  present  long  stand¬ 
ing  public  opinion,  including  the  church  of  Gud,  in 
favor  of  defensive  wa'rs,  well  might  even  a  wise 
mad  say,  “Who  is  sufficient  for  these  things?” 
Having  myself,  until  within  a  few  yeais,  firmly  held 
that  opinion,  my  obligation  must  seem  the  greater ' 
now,  to  treat  with  becoming  deference  my  brethren 
who  still  honestly  hold  tha  same.  Professing  to  be  a 
peace  man.  it  is  reasonable  that  my  obligation  should 
beacknowiedged^n  the  examination  ofcountertesti-, 
mony,  to  dispose  of  the  subject  in  a  peaceable  mak^ 
ner,  and  to  refrain  from  saying  a  word  calculated  to 
excite  any  other  feelings  than  those  of  kindness 
and  peace,  even  with  such  as  after  a  patient  listen¬ 
ing  to  my  remaiks,  may  feel  constrained  to  differ 
from  them. 

Having  heretofore  attempted  to  show,  that  defen¬ 
sive  wars  would  be  uncalled  for,  even  for  the  tem¬ 
poral  benefit  of  a  nation,  truly  practising  en  the 
peace  ptinciples  heie  maintained,  futthei  arguments 
on  the  side  of  war  will  now  be  noticed.

After  all,  the  greatest  bar  to  peace  is  the  sad  lack  of 
that  CHARITY  which  “  sufiereth  long  and  is  kind,  en- 
vieth  not,  vaunteth  not  itself,  is  not  puffed  up,  doth  not 
behave  itself  nn.seemly,  seeketh  not  her  own,  is  not  easi¬ 
ly  provoked,  thinkelh  no  evil,  rtjoiceth  not  in  iniquity, 
but  rejoiceth  in  the  truth,  beareth  all  things,  believeth 
all  things,  hopeth  all  things,  cnditreth  all  things.”  With¬ 
out  a  return  to  this,  no  cxtnrnal  arrangements,  either  of 
concord  or  of  separation,  can  give  peace  to  the  church. 
We  are  satisfied  that  the  two  parties  into  which  the 
Presbyterian  chnrch  is  divided  preach  the  gospel,  the 
same  gospel,  and  that  when  thev  are  both  aiming  at  the 
same  immediate  end,  they  preach  it  substantially  alike.. 
Of  this  w  e  have  had  evidence,  which,  we  confess,  great¬ 
ly  surprised  us,  and  at  the  same  time  rejoiced  our 
hearts.  We  are  persuaded,  also,  that,  with  all  requisite 
allowances  ibi  the  errors  of  good  men,  they  are  all,  in 
the  main,  honestly  seeking  the  advancement  of  pure  re¬ 
ligion,  and  the  interest  of  tha  Redeemer’s  kingdom, 
more  than  any  object  of  personal  aggrandizement  or  par¬ 
ty  triumph;  although  it  is  too  painfully  evident  that 
such  low  considerations  have  had  an  undue  influence 
on  the  public  movements  of  both.  A  spirit  of  determin- 


looking  at  the  case  with  that  view,  a  few  obvious 
thoughts  would  at  once  present  themselves.  They 
would  all  feel  assured,  that  there  is  a  line,  which  if 
pursued  by  both  parties,  would  be  just  right,  doing  jus¬ 
tice  to  all,  giving  to  no  one  any  undue  advantage,  and 
laying  on  no  one  an  unequal  burden.  What  that  line 
should  be,  is  perfectly  known  to  the  Divine  Mind ;  and 
if  his  servants  would  seek,  with  a  perfect  heart,  with  a 
humble,  penitent,  believing  mind,  for  his  guidance,  he 
would  make  known  to  them  this  line,  with  infallible 
certainty.  It  is  n(>t  to  be  expected,  that  this  line  of  equity 
will  give  all  the  advantage  to  one  side,  or  require  one 
side  to  make  all  the  concessions,  or  afford  to  either  side 
any  occasion  for  triumph ;  becau.se  it  is  manifest  that 
such  a  controversy  never  could  have  existed  in  the 
church  of  Christ  without  great  blame  on  both  sides. 
Neither  is  it  admissible  to  attempt  to  decide  which  party 
is  the  most  to  blame,  but  each  must  be  content  to  correct 
his  own  wrong,  leaving  his  brother  the  duty  of  adjust¬ 
ing  his  account  with  the  Judge  of  all.  To  drive  a  case 
to  an  issue  is  the  spirit  of  liiigaiion,  not  of  peace;  car¬ 
nal  policy,  not  evangelical. 

These  preliminaries  being  made  plain,  they  would 
take  up  the  several  subjects  of  controversy,  in  their  or¬ 
der.  It  is  probable  that,  with  such  a  state  of  feeliogj  they 
would  soon  agree  that  the  following  concc.ssions,  on  the 
one  side  and  the  other,  would  be  at  once  equitable  and 
safe,  and  none  too  great  to  be  made  for  the  sake  ol 
peace. 

I.  roREioN  MisaroNS. 

It  is  plain,  from  the  proceedings  of  the  last.year,  that 
about  one  half  ol  the  Presbyterian  church  are  strongly 
desirous  of  an  ecclesiastical  Board  of  Foreign  Missions, 
that  is  purely  Presbyterian,  and  that  the  appointment  of 
such  a  Board  by  the  General  Assembly  would  be  a  very 
convenient  way  of  simplifying  the  organization  of  such 
a  Board.  But  on  tha  other  hand,  it  is  equally  plain  that 
abont  one  half  of  the  church  are  strongly  attached  to  the 
American  Board,  and  utterly  opposed  to  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  a  Board  by  the  General  Assembly,  Now  the 
measure  presents  itself  in  a  different  light  from  that  i 
which  it  would  bear  if  the  whole  church  were  well  uni¬ 
ted  in  its  favor.  Granting  that  it  is  a  more  convenient 
mode  of  electing  a  Board,  the  argument  from  inconve¬ 
nience  is  ol  small  weight,  in  comparison  with  the  peace 
of  the  chnrch.  Such  a  Board, even  if  carried  by  a  .small 
majority  (and  it  could  be  only  a  small  one)  would  be 
always  snbject  to  embarrassment,  from  the  opposition 
and  heated  discussion  which  it  would  always  have  to 
encounter.  The  interrogatories,  the  remarks,  che  at- 


should  adopt  some  general  and  impartial  rule.  Proba¬ 
bly  the  best  rule  would  be,  to  leave  it  with  the  church- 
sessions  to  decide  what  agents  should  be  admitted  to 
their  congregations.  But  if  it  .should  be  more  conducive 
to  harmony  to  have  it  referred  to  the  presbyteries,  that 
way  might  be  worth  trj  ing. 

V.  SEMINARIES. 

There  are  two  seminaries  in  the  hands  of  the  General 
Assembly,  at  Princeton  and  Pittsburgh.  The  ca.se  has 
not  yet  occurred,  of  a  vacancy  requiring  to  be  filled  by 
a  General  Assembly,  in  which  the  majority  was  of  dif¬ 
ferent  views  from  the  present  professors.  The  semina¬ 
ry  at  Pittsburgh  has  been  mainly  built  up  by  the  synod 
of  Pittsburgh.  And  it  would  grieve  that  synod  to  have 
the  General  Assembly  elect  a  new  school  man  to  the  va¬ 
cancy  occasioned  by  the  resignation  of  professor  Hal¬ 
sey.  And  yet  it  would  be  unreasonable  to  ask  such  an 
Assembly  as  the  last  was,  to  elect  to  such  an  office  a  man 
whom  they  could  not  conscientiously  select.  Election  im¬ 
plies  choice,  and  must  be  free,  or  it  is  a  mockery.  The

Mr.  Editor — The  next  example  of  laying  on  of 
hands  to  which  I  would  refer  is.  Acts  xiii.  3,.  It  is 
the  se[  aration  of  Barnabas  and  Saul  to  the  Gentile 
mission — “And  when  they  had  fasted  and  prayed, 
and  laid  their  hands  on  them,  they  sent  them  away.” 
Now  the  negro  Simeon,  and  Lucius,  and  Manaen, 
were  commanded  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  simply  “to 
separate  Barnabas  and  Saul  to  the  work  to  which 
he  had  called  them.”  He  does  not  command  them 
to  lay  hands  on  Barnabas  and  Saul,  but  simply  “  to 
separate  them”  to  the  work.  They  had,  as  1  before 
observed,  been  ordained, that  is,  “  chosen  to  the  min¬ 
istry  they  had  the  same  powers  which  Simeon, 
Lucius,  and  Manaen  had  ;  but  in  this  act  they  were 
merely  set  apart  as  ministers  to  this  particular  field, 
the  Gentile  woild.  The  word  separate,  heie,  is 
Ex.  Aphorizo,  Greek,  and  signifies,  “  to  take  from  I 
the  rest.”  It  is  used  only  in  Matth.  xiii.  49 — xxv. 
32  ;  Acts  xix.  9 ;  2d  Cor.  vi.  17  ;  Gal.  i.  15;  ii.  12; 
Luke  vi.  22 ;  Romans  i.  1.  By  consulting  Schleus- 
ner  on  the  word,  your  readers  will  perceive  that  the 
word  signifies  only  “  to  take  ftom,  and  to  appoint  to 
a  certain  use.”  Thus  these  two  apostles  were,  by 
:  this  act,  appointed  to  a  certain  field  of  labor  ;  and. 


EiIE»BYTERIAN  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

An  able  writer  in  the  Nashville  Presbyterian  presents 
the  following,  among  other  “reasons  why  the  General 
Assembly  ought  not  to  have  appointed  a  Board  of  Fo¬ 
reign  Missions.” 

1st.  Because  there  is  nothing  in  the  Constitution 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  which  autboiizes  the  ap¬ 
pointment  ol  such  a  Board.  I  am  not  unaware  that 
many  have  thought  that  it  is  by  Ecclesiastical 
Boards  only  that  the  work  either  of  Foreign  or  Do¬ 
mestic  Missious  cau  be  carried  on  in  accordance 
with  the  Constitution.  This  class  of  men  have  of¬ 
ten  gone  so  far,  too,  as  to  charge  with  a  want  of  at¬ 
tachment  and  good  faith  to  the  PresbyterianChurcb, 
all  such  of  her  members  as  do  not  prefer  and  patron¬ 
ize  this  mode  of  conducting  missions  rather  than 
any  other.  But  I  think  on  examination,  this  will 
be  seen  to  be  an  erroneous  and  preposterous  view  of 


i.s  evidently  receiving  the  smiles  ol  God.  If  this  organi¬ 
zation  is  songhl  as  a  means  to  an  end,  and  that  end  the 
extension  of  the  missionary  cause,  here  is  all  that  should 
be  asked.  We  know  that  many  enlightened  supporters  of 
the  Western  Society  would  be  sorry  to  see  (hat  beloved 
institution  again  thrown  as  a  make-bate..in(o  the  Gene¬ 
ral  Assembly.  Let  it  be,  then,  just  as  it  is,  only  remov¬ 
ing  its  location,  to  an  Atlantic  city— probably  New- 
York,  and  give  it  the  appropriate  name  of  the  “  Presby¬ 
terian  Board  of  Foreign  Missions.”  And  let  the  Gene¬ 
ral  Assembly  cordially  recommend  it  to  the  confidence 
of  all  the  churches.  Why  is  not  that  question  settled  ? 

n.  aoMEanc  missions. 

The  theory  of  the  Presbyterian  constitution  is,  that 
the  presbyteries  should  have  the  care  and  control  of  the 
churches 


to  eternity  ;  sending  him  unprepared  to  the  judg¬ 
ment,  as  though  choosing  for  him  the  endless  mi¬ 
series  of  the  damned,  rather  than  in  imitating  Christ, 
to  be  bunted  to  my  long  anticipated  heavenly  crown.

the  subject.  Let  us  here  not  rest  in  preconceived 
opinions,  but  make  a  direct  appeal  to  the  book  itself. 


All  we  have  in  the  Constitution  is  contained  in  one 
short  chapter — the  xviii.  of  the  Form  of  Govern¬ 
ment.  Let  this  chapter  be  carefully  reviewed  by 
every  minister  and  member  of  the  Presbyterian 
church  ;  let  its  exact  and  obvious  import  be  impar¬ 
tially  considered.  When  this  is  done,  it  will  be 
seen  that  two  things  are  granted  to  the  General 
Assembly :  1.  Power  to  send  missions  or  grant 
missionary  assistance  to  any  Presbytery  or  vacant 
congregation  which  shall  have  made  a  constitutional 
request  for  such  assistance.  And  this  power  is  also 
granted  equally  to  any  Presbytery  or  Synod.  2. 
the  second  thing  granted,  is,  that  the  General  As¬ 
sembly,  without  being  requested,  may  send  missions 
to  plaut  churches  or  supply  vacancies,  when  the 
Assembly  themselves  have  a  knowledge  of  these 
vacancies,  or  of  the  places  where  churches  may  be 
planted. 

But  let  it  be  carefully  marked,  that  the  Con¬ 
stitution  gives  this  power  only  to  the  Assembly 
themselves,  and  allows  them  to  exercise  it  only 
when  guided  by“tAetr  own  knovledge”  of  the  places 


on,  among  those  who  take  an  interest  in  such  matteis, 
without  grieving  the  Holy  Spirit,  or  bringing  reproach 
on  the  holy  name  of  the  Redeemer. 

These  thoughts  are  respectfully  presented  for  crnisi- 
deratioD,  as  the  result  of  some  meditation  and  prayer, 
in  the  humble  hope  that  they  may  be  found  at  the  last 
day  recorded  among  “  the  things  which  make  for  peace, 
and  things  wherewith  one  may  edify  another.”  As  the 
writer  is  not  ecclesiastically  connected  with  the  General 
Assembly,  and  has  carefully  avoided  consulting  with 
any  one  on  this  subject,  who  is  a  partizan  on  cither  side, 
be  only  asks  of  his  brethren,  that  this  essay  towards 
peace  may  he  kindly  received  as  it  is  honestly  and  affec¬ 
tionately  offered. 

*  Tbio  subject  cannot  be  diFpored  of  at  a  di  ab.  There  arn 
deeper  difliculliea  ihan  many  are  aware  of.  One  dilliculiy,  which 
will  be  new  to  many,  who  have  been  in  the  habit  of  talking  about 
thii  iuhject  as  ifthey  undurstoud  it,  is  this;  The  churches  in  the 
regions  referred  to  are  generally  in  favor  uf  Cungregaiiunalism, 
while  a  largo  prnnortiun,  it  is  presumed  a  ir.sjority  of  the  min¬ 
isters,  are  decidedly  in  favor  of  Fresbyteiisnism.

with  anthoritv  to  determine,  in  all  case.-<, 
what  teachers,  or  classes  of  teachers,  and  pastors,  ibr^ 
might  or  might  not  receive.  In  the  exercise  of  this  su¬ 
pervision,  they  are  constitutionally  subject  to  no  inter¬ 
ference,  except  in  the  way  of  appeal,  or  review  and 
control,  by  the  synod  and  General  Assembly.  They  are 
entrusted  with  power  and  authority  adequate  to  carry 
oni  their  decisions.  When  they  say  that  a  certain  min¬ 
ister,  or  a  certain  class  or  description  of  ministers,  shall 
not  be  received  to  labor  among  their  churches,  every 
is  bound  by  the  decision.  If  they

devolves  upon  the  Assembly  to  elect  professors  lor 
Princeton,  they  will  feel  that  it  is  both- their  duty  and 
their  right  to  cAoose  for  themselves.  The  synod  of  New- 
Jersey,  within  which  the  seminary  is  situated,  has  done 
so  little  for  the  institution  that  perhaps  it  would  hardly 
be  satisfactory  to  have  it  given  up  to  that  synod.  To 
place  it  under  the  control  of  the  three  contiguous  synods 
of  New-York,  New-Jersey,  and  Philadelphia,  would 
make  its  management  quite  too  complicated,  as  is  seen 
ia  the  case  of  the  Union  Seminary,  which  belongs  to 
the  two  synods  of  Virginia  and  North  Carolina.  The 
most  equitable,  judicious  and  safe  arrangement  that  oc¬ 
curs  us,  to  give  it  up  to  the  present  Board  of  Directors, 
empowering  them  to  fill  their  own  vacancies,  to  elect 


Thus  Jesus  Christ  himself  piaclised — thus  his  early 
disciples  understood  his  doctrine  to  them — and  thus 
they  practised,  ever  leady  to  lose  their  very  life  in 
imitating  and  obeying  their  Master,  being  them¬ 
selves  then  powerful  against  the  hosts  of  darkness, 
as  an  army  with  banners;  without  “carnal  wea- 


came  on  them,  and  they  spake  with  tongues,  and 
prophesied.”  As  the  Holy  Spirit  was  communi¬ 
cated  here,  so  expressly,  there  is  no  “  warrant”  from 
this  text,  to  suppose  that  the  laying  on  of  hands  in 
ordination  was  essential.  Indeed,  this  affair  has 
nothing  to  do  with  ordination. 

The  next  reference  to  this  ceremony  is  a  miracu¬ 
lous  restoration  to  health,  Acts  xxviii.  8 — “  And  the 
father  of  Publius  lay  sick  of  a  fever,  and  of  a  bloody 
flux  ;  to  whom  Paul  entered  in,  and  prayed,  and 
laid  his  hani^a  on  him,  and  healed  hiin.”  No  one, 
of  course,  will  take  occasion  from  this  passage  to 
say,  that  laying  on  of  hands  is  essential  under  any 
circumstance,  unless  they  can  work  miracles. 

I  have  now  examined  all  the  places,  I  believe,  in 
the  Old  Testament,  in  the  Evangelists,  and  in  the 
book  of  Acts,  which  speak  of  laying  on  of  hands  ; 
and  have  proved,  thus  far,  that  the  ceremony  is  not 
at  all  essential.  I  now  proceed  to  an  examination 
of  those  passages  in  the  Epistles,  which  allude 
to  it. 

The  first  is,  1st  Tim.  iv.  14—“  Neglect  not  the 
gift  that  is  in  thee,  which  was  given  thee  by  prophe¬ 
cy,  with  the  laying  onof  the  hands  of  the  presby¬ 
tery.”  What  is  this  gift,  which  was  given  to  Tim- 


bloody  sword,  like  thos'  who  Lave  no  God  in  whom 
they  dare  trust  their  jl,  we  as  a  church,  or  the  Is¬ 
rael  of  God,  have  fo  lages  past,  been  falling  down 
slain  before  the  enemies  of  the  Lord,  like  Israel 
and  Saul  in  Mount  Gilboa.  More  than  this, 
would  all  travelers  wnu  ,'rufess  some  faith  in  the 
Christian  religion,  and  who  carry  about  the  Lord’s 
silver  aud  gold,  loilow  the  Prince  of  Peace  truly,  in 
laying  up  their  own  treasure  only  in  heaven,  there¬ 
by  avoiding,  like  him  and  John  the  Baptist,  those 
wicked  customs  of  a  lallen  world,  which  swallow 
up  the  Lord’s  goods  in  their  support,  their  holy  in¬ 
fluence  might  be  expected  to  be  immediately  and 
extensively  felt  on  the  minds  of  the  community,  so 
that  comparatively  feW  men  would  be  tempted  as 
they  are  now,  even  by  rich  and  extravagant  church 
members,  to  become  robbers,  as  their  last  resort  for 
means,  in  procuring  funds  sufficient  to  go  side  by 
side,  in  a  worldly  show,  with  thousands  and  thou¬ 
sands  called  Christians. 

Or,  suppose  that  in  the  city  or  village  of  our  ha¬ 
bitation,  the  bloody  assassin,  or  “other  outbreaking 
lelon  armed  with  desperate  weapons,”  is  surround¬ 
ed  for  apprehension,  who  threatens  the  life  of  the 
first  man  daring  to  approach  him.  The  inquiry 
might  be,  would  it  not,  in  such  a  case,  be  preferable 
to  shoot  him  down,  in  capturing  him,  than  fur  him, 
as  a  murderer  already,  to  slay  an  other  innocentper- 
son  ?  Although  such  threatening  cases  have  many 
times  occuired,  in  the  discipline  uf  criminals,  I  be 
lieve  it  has  nut  been  consideied  necessary,  in  one 
case  out  uf  ten,  even  by  the  advocates  of  defensive 
war,  to  shed  the  blood  of  the  offender  in  capturing 


thing  Presbyterian 
are  laiihfal,  the  churches  can  be  kept  pure.  If  they  fail, 
Presbjrterianism  has  no  remedy.  The  only  recourse  is 
to  revolution  or  secession. 

There  can  then  be  no  interference  with  presbyteries, 
either  to  help  or  hinder  the  exercise  of  their  ednstitu- 
tiooal  prerogatives,  without  irregularity.  Every  father 
of  a  family  caa  see  at  a  glance  the  evil  effects  of  admit¬ 
ting  a  third  person  to  interfere,  either  to  kelp  him  gov¬ 
ern,  or  to  countenance  his  children  in  disobeying  his  ex¬ 
press  commands.  So  it  is  with  the  presbyteries.  For  a 
Board  or  a  society  to  assume  that  the  presbyteries  are 
not  to  be  trosted  on  thtf  one'hand,  or  not  to  be  submitted 
to  on  the  other,  is  equally  antf-Presbyterian.  It  is  ne¬ 
cessary  that  the  ttoe  principle  of  Presbyterianism  should 
now  ^  explicitly  recognized  on  both  sides.  On  the 
one  hand  the  ecclesiastical  Board  must  disclaim  the  idea 
of  coming  in  aid  of  the  Presbyteries,  to  help  them  keep 
out  error.  And  on  the  other  hand,  the  A.  H.  M.  S.  | 
should  pass  a  speeific  resolution,  adopted  by  the  society 
itself,  at  its  anniversary,  fully  recognizing  the  right  of 
presbyteries  to  exclude  from  the  churches  under  their 
care,  any  minister,  or  class  of  ministers,  that  they  think 
proper,  subject  only  to  the  control  of  their  superior  judi¬ 
catories 


where  missions  are  needed.  Oil  this  point,  the 
Constitntion  is  short  but  specific.  It  says :  “  And 
the  GeneralAssembly  may,  ofiheir  own  knowledge, 
send  missions  to  any  part  to  plant  churches,  or  to 
supply  vacancies:  and  for  this  purpose,  may  direct 
any  Presbytery  to  ordain  evanzeiiats  or  ministers, 
without  relation  to  particular  churches.”  This  is 
what  the  Constitution  permits  the  Assembly  to  do 
— but  they  must  do  it,  it  done  at  all,  in  the  capacity 
of  a  “General  Assembly.”  The  Assembly  may  ap¬ 
point  committees  to  obtain  and  report  to  them  infor¬ 
mation,  just  as  may  be  done  in  reference  to  any 
other  business  peculiar  to  the  Asaembly.  But  that 
which  it  belongs  to  them  to  do,  in  the  capacity  of 
an  Assembly,  can  be  constiiutioBaiiy  done  by  them 
in  no  other  way.  When  any  mission,  is  sent  either 
to  supply  vacancies  or  to  plant  churches,  it  must  be 
dune  by  a  vote  of  the  Assembly.  The  Constitution 


professors,  and  to  do  all  other  things  iu  managing  fte 
seminary  that  its  interests  require.  At  any  rate,  proba¬ 
bly  all  would  agree  to  adopt  any  plan  that  should  be  re¬ 
commended  by  the  professors  themselves. 

VI.  FUNDS. 

The  various  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  Assembly 
should  then  be  equitably  divided  to  the  respective  ob¬ 
jects  fbr  which  they  were  appropriated,  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  the  contingent  fond.  It  would  probably  require 
ati  act  of  the  legislature  of  Penn.sylvania  to  legalize  this 
transferor  property;  but  it  cannot  be  doubted  that  the 
legislature  would  grant  the  favor,  if  requested  by  the 
united  voice  of  the  church.  Should  any  change  in  the 
form  of  government  be  necessary,  the  presbyteries 
would  promptly  grant  their  consent,  in  compliance  with 
the  harmonious  agreement  of  the  A^embly.  The 
simple  ground  of  the  application  to  the  legislature  and 
the  presbyteries,  should  be,  that  the  management  of  ex¬ 
tensive  funds  and  numerous  institutions  is  not  suited  toj 
so  large  a  body  as  the  General  Assembly  has  now  be¬ 
come. 

%  VII.  accommodation  churches. 

These  are  churches  formed  under  the  Plan  of  Unicn, 
adopted  by  the  General  Assembly  and  the  General  As- 
sociatioo  of  Connectient, nearly  40 years  ago;  by  which 
churches  composed  partly  of  persons  having  a  predilec- 


Blavery  as  it  is. 

The  following  extract  from  the  journal  of  Rev.  C.  C. 
Jones,  a  slaveholder,  and  missionary  among  slaves  in 
Georgia,  will  let  us  a  little  behind  the  curtain,  to  see 
some  of  the  twists  and  (urns  to  which  the  law  of  God  is 
subjected  in  the  slaveholding  churches. 

Thursday,  Oct.  3. — At  W, — laike  ii.  21—22.  Imme¬ 
diately  on  leaving  the  church  for  home,  was  called 
aside  to  settle  a  case  of  conscience  between  a  husband 
and  wife  who  had  been  separated  seven  or  eiaht  years. 


and  in  the  mean  time  bad  been  manied  once  or  twice 
over,  and  they  were  both  at  this  time  married  and  had 
families.  But  the  husband  being  accidentally  thrown 
into  the  company  of  his  first  wife  from  day  to  Cay,  thtir 
old  affection  fur  each  other  revived,  and  they  propased 
to  abandon  their  families  and  enme  together  again  il  the 
thing  could  lawfully  and  without  offence  be  done.  After 
hearing  iheir  story,  the  interview  was  cut  short.  They 
were  directed  to  remain  with  (heir  present  families. 
They  would  commit  as  much  sin  now  in  coming  togeth¬ 
er,  as  they  did  at  first  in  separating. 

Observe,  these  church-members  had  been  separated 
over  and  over  again,  and  were  living  in  sworn  adultery.

Sabbath  preparation  of  Sieves. — The  same  journal 
presents  us  the  following;  which  shows  how  slaves  on 
plantations  are  treated,  i;^  even  among  that  small  por¬ 
tion  of  planters  who  have  conscience  enough  to  allow 
their  slaves  to  go  to  meeting : 

Sab.  Sep.  29. — At  M. — People  late  assembling.  Story 
of  Naaman,  9  King-S  I — 19.  There  is  some  excuse 
to  be  offered  for  the  negroes  coming  lather  late  to 
church  on  the  Sabbath.  In  the  first  place  they  gen¬ 
erally  sit  op  later  on  Saturday  night  than  any  other  night 
in  the  week,  washing  their  clothes  and  prejiring  for  the 
Sabbath,  and  waiting  for  the  coming  of  their  husbands 
or  wives;  conseqaenily  they  may  sleep  the  later  Sab- 


and  pledging  itself  never  to  send  or  to  sustain 
any  Presbyterian  minister  within  the  jurisdiction  of  any 
presbytery,  without  the  consent  of  the  presbytery.  Of 
eoqrse  this  would  not  prevent  them  from  employing 
ministers  of  other  denominations,  ns  German,  Lutheran, 
Dutch,  or  Associate  Reformed,  Congregational,  &.c.,  to 
laboi  in  congregations  or  districts  not  under  the  control 
of  presbyteries. 

There  ia  another  groand  of  difficulty  in  connection 
witlrthis  subject.  Many  persons,  respectable  for  intclli- 
genoe  and  worth,  believe  the  Board  to  be  unauthoiised  by 
the  eonwitotioo.  They  think  that  as  the  General  Assem¬ 
bly  is  admitted  by  all  to  possess  only  delegated  power,  and 
the  act  of  sending  missionaries  is  ministerial,  aud  the 
authority  given  to  the  Assembly  to  send  missionaries 
within  the  bonnds  of  n  presbytery  is  in  derogation  of 
the  nntnnl  rights  of  the  presbyteries — that  therefore  the 
^wer  shonld  be  conalrn^  strictly,  and  does  not  nuthor- 
tsathe  Aesembly  to  entrust  this  discretiou  to  a  Board, 
who  are  again  to  re-delegate  it  to  an  executive  commii- 
The  argument  must  be  ndialited  to  have  some 
weight.

LUTHERANS  AND  SLAVER V. 

Brother  Leavitt— The  subject  of  Slavery,  that  bleased 
"(lumesiic  inslit jtion,”  among  Lutherans  is  kept  very 
still,  and  there  is  no  opporluoily  of  getting  the  sentiments 
tit  many  of  their  ministers  and  some  ecclesiastical  bodies 
before  the  public ;  but  through  the  ooliuuns  of  your  papor. 
If  the  Lutheran  Observer  has  never  been  guilty  of  publish¬ 
ing  any  “  incendiary  matter,”  concerning  the  abolition  of 
Slavery,  we  should  suppose  it  might  present  its  readers 
with  the  mild  and  ckristianiike  resolutions  of  Pre-Slavery 
Synods.  But  perhaps  the  Elditor  thinks  that  American 
Slavery  is  a  sin  of  too  delicate  a  nature  to  be  agitated,  and 
such  a  mass  of  abominations  as  will  not  bear  to  be  bandied, 
and  the  more  there  is  seen  and  known  of  it,  the  more  hide¬ 
ous  and  exeteding  sinful  it  will  appear. 

The  South  Carolina  Synod  assembled  again  on  the  12th 
November,  1836,  in  Lexington  District  to  hold  its  annual 
session.  The  ministers  of  this  Synod  are  all  pro-Slavery 
ministers,  and  the  two  Doctors  of  Divinity  are  formerly 
from  the  north.  This  BODY  has  given  another  expression 
of  opinion,  which  should  not  lie  concealed  on  ihe  pages  of 
the  minutes,  but  known  to  the  public.  It  is  as  follows  : 

“  It  having  been  stated,  that  some  person  or  persons,  in 
all  probability  of  our  own  creed,  living,  perhaps,  in  the  dis¬ 
tant  north,  had  made  violent  and  unchristian  attacks  upon 
some  of  the  clerical  members  of  this  body  by  name,  in  some 
of  the  northern  prints,  for  holding  property  in  the  person 
of  Slaves  ;  some  expression  of  the  opinion  of  this  body  en¬ 
sued,  relative  to  the  manner  in  which  all  such  attacks 
should  be  treated,  and  the  impropriety  and  injustice  of  the 
interference  or  intermcdling  of  any  religious  and  deliberate 
borly,  with  the  subject  of  Slavery  and  Slave -holdingy  eman¬ 
cipation  or  abolitionism,  as  agitated  by  the  affected  patriots 
and  self-interested,  and  more  than  rotten  hearted  benefactors 
of  this  much  commisscrated  race.  As  a  full  expression  of 
the  firm  and  unchanging  determination  of  this  body,  there¬ 
fore  : 

''Resolved,  That  this  synod  wUl  not  at  any  time,  enter  in¬ 
to  a  discussion  of  Slavery,  as  ooiiated  by  the  abolitionists 
ofthed.ny,  with  such  an  entire  absence  of  principle,  and 
which  lies  already  produced  such  painful  results  in  the 
deliberate  councils  and  churches,  in  some  branches  of 
Christendom.” 

The  ministers  who  attended  and  voted  on  the  above  res¬ 
olution  were  the  following  : — Rev.  Messrs.  S.  A.  Mealy, 
G.  C.  Hope,  E.  L.  Hazeluis,  D.  D.,  G.  Dreher,  M.  Ranch, 
G.  Holtiwanger,  J.  Mosers,  H.  Aull,D.  Bernhard,  R.  Cloy, 
J.  D.  Schcck,  L.  Bedenbaugh,  J.  P.  Ring.  These  are 
Jtliiiisters  of  Ihe  Gospel  w  ho  “will  not  at  any  time,  enter 
into  a  discussii  n  of  Slavery,  as  agitated  by  the  abolitionists 
of  the  day.”  This  is  a  safe  resolution — it  is  the  principle 
upon  which  all  Slaveholders  act,  whether  ministers  or  not, 
for  SLAVERY  is  a  sin,  which  loves  darkness  rather  than 
light — its  deeds  are  evil,  and  only  evil,  and  that  continually. 

The  attack  made  upon  some  clerical  members  of  this 
Synod, has  cnce, undoubtedly  to  the  article  in  ftle  Evan¬ 

gelist  in  April,  1833,  and  which  contained  the  preamble 
and  resolutions  of  that  Synod  as  reported  by  a  committee 
and  unanimously  adopted ;  what  is  there  in  that  article 
which  is  a  violent  and  unchristian  attack  ?  The  mention¬ 
ing  ministers  and  members  of  a  committee  by  name  1  Is 
it  outrageous  to  say  that  there  are  some  Lutheran  ministers* 
who  believe  that  Slavery  as  it  exists  in  the  United  States, 
and  in  the  church,  is  a  sin  and  ought  immediately  to  be 
repented  of  and  abolished  ?  Is  it  unchristian  to  tell  the 
truth?  To  say  that  John  Back  man,  D.  D.,  President  of 
the  general  Synod  holds  property  in  human  flesh,  and  has 
at  his  disposal  the  body,  soul  and  spirit  of  his  fellow  beings, 
surely  cannot  be  dishonorable  at  the  south.  The  Synod 
contend  they  have  the  right  of  “holding  properly  in  the 
person  of  Slaves.”  And  for  ought  we  know,  Ihe  same  D.

I  lepcat  it  again, 
that  in  the  case  of  anv  existing  or  proposed  Eccle¬ 
siastical  Board,  the  planning  and  tiie  prosecuting  of 
tht  work  lie  very  remote  trom  the  control  or  influ¬ 
ence  of  the  Assembly. 

It  is  fully  admitted  that  the  General  Assembly 
have  powei,  “of  their  own  knowledge,  to  send 
Missions  to  plant  churches  or  to  supply  vacancies 
but  the  Constitution  gives  them  no  tight  to  transfer 
this  power  to  any  Board,  or  Executive  Committee 
appointed  by  that  Board.  Congress  have  a  consti¬ 
tutional  power,  where  they  think  it  necessaty  for 
the  defence  of  the  nation,  to  erect  new  fortifications 
and  to  repair  old  ones,  and  to  make  appropriations 
of  money  for  this  purpose.  But  what  would  be  the 
surprise  of  the  people,  if  a  Congress  should  at  any 
time  transfer  this  power  to  a  smell  committee,  two 
thirds  of  whom  were  not  members  of  Congress  at 
all,  and  leave  it  to  the  committee  to  determine  on 
the  number,  and  character,  and  location  of  all  theae 
woiks  for  national  defence,  and  allow  them  to  make 
all  the  pecuniary  appropriation  of  the  national  trea¬ 
sury  necessary  to  complete  their  own  plans  1  And 
how  would  this  surprise  be  increased,  if  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  this  committee  were  appointed  to  continue 
in  office  for  a  series  ol  years  equal  to  the  aggregate 
periods  ol  several  successive  Congresses?  Now 
Congress  is  a  delegated  body,  and  oannot  transfer 
its  powers,  or  do  any  thing  for  which  the  Constitu¬ 
tion  makes  no  provision.  The  General  Assembly 
is  also  a  delegated  body,  and  under  the  same  kind 
of  constitutional  restrictions.  And  no  men  have 
been  louder  and  more  zealous  for  this  wholesome 
doctrine, than  the  leading  advocates  of  Ecclesiastical 
Boards  of  Missions.  And  to  show  how  clearly  this 
principle  was  understood,  and  how  decidedly  and 
firmly  it  was  maintained  by  the  third  (^neral  As¬ 
sembly  which  ever  convened  in  the  United  States, 
the  Assembly  of  1791, 1  quote  the  following  resolu¬ 
tions  of  that  Mdy : 

“1.  Resolved,  That  no  delegated  body  has  aright 
to  transfer  its  powers,  or  anv  part  thereof,  unless 
express  provisions  is  in  its  Constitution. 

“2.  That  this  Assembly  i?  a  delegated  body,  and 
no  such  pruvixion  is  in  its  Constitution.”  See  Di-

The  same  paper  aU  contains  a  tetter  from  Rev.  Z.

which  there  had  long  been^  division.  The  works 
commenced  during  the  protracj  meeting  held  in  the 
second  church.  Mr.  E.  says: 

AAer  the  meeting  had  progressed  s.veral  da^  with 
litile  or  no  apparent  effect,  it  was  deetud  expetieni  to 
appoint  a  day  of  humiliation,  fasting  and  rrayer— »hen 
the  churches  were  invited  to  meet,  and,  v»  a  Christ¬ 
ian  spirit,  to  confer  on  their  real  and  suppose*  erKyl 
ancps.  This  request  was  complied  with ;  and  the  hap 
piest  results  followed.  Instead  ot  mutual  charges  and 
recriminations,  there  were  weeping  and  heart  rending 
confessions.  Every  obstacle  to  combined  effort  was  now 
removed.  The  work  moved  on  with  majesty  and  pow¬ 
er.  Men  of  wealth  and  influence,  many  of  whom  had 
biea  distinguished  for  profanity — who  had  passed 
through  too  many  revivals  of  religion  unaffected,  were 
the  first  to  make  the  thrilling  inquiry  “what  must  I 
do  to  be  saved  ?”  No  noise— no  violent  excitement — all 


to  you,  to  be  disposed  of  at  your 
discretion,  a  brief  account  of  a  gracious  visitation  from 
the  Most  High,  to  this  part  of  his  vineyard.  That  the 
grace  of  God  may  appear  the  more  conspicuous,  it  will 
be  necessary  to  show  what  the  charch  vas,  previous  to 
the  revival.  • 

This  is  the  parish  where  the  Rev.  Lemuel  Haynes 
spent  the  last  eleven  years  of  his  life. 


From  its  earliest 
history,  the  church  has  enjoyed  frequent  seasons  of  re¬ 
freshing  from  the  pre-sence  of  the  Lord. 

In  the  summer  of  1831,  a  protracted  meeting  was 
held  with  good  results.  Ia  the  autumn  of  that  year, 
after  the  fruits  of  the  revival  were  gathered  in,  the 
church  numbered  175  members.  From  that  period,  to 
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Sabbaths:  one  for  nine,  and  another,  eighteen  months. 
But  from  the  first  of  May,  1835,  to  the  middle  of  July 
1836,  they  had  been  almost  entirely  destitute  of  preach¬ 
ing,  except  occasionally  a  Sabbath  or  two.  At  the  last 
mentioned  time,  ray  personal  acquaintance  with  the 
church  commenced.  They  had  made  several  unsucussful 
attempts  to  get  a  minister.  Several  of  its  most  wealthy 
members,  with  the  impression  that  the  “church  must 
go  down  T-'.hat  “they  v/ete  unable  to  sustain  the  gos¬ 
pel,”  had  sold,  and  "goneweU,”  but  a  few  months  before. 
I  here  had,  indeed,  been  a  constant  diminution  from  the 
commencement  of  1832 ;  so  that  at  the  lime  of  which  I 
am  speaking,  there  were  but  60  resident  members.  The 
first  Sabbath  that  1  spent  in  this  place,  July  17,  was  a 
funeral  occasion,  which  drew  together  a  large  concourse 
ol  people.  At  the  close  of  the  services  the  request  was 
made,  and  I  consented  lo  spend  the  week,  and  another 
Sabbath.  The  church  and  several  in  the  society  seem¬ 
ed  to  feel,  “  we  must  make  one  more  effort,  lo  have  the

“  That  every  jierson  who  Ihinks  to  obiain  permission 
lo  edit  a  journal  in  Prussia  must  have  acquired  an  aca¬ 
demical  degree.  This  will  at  least  be  a  wholesome 
check  on  the  mischief  that  results  from  the  circum¬ 
stance  that  so  many  inexperienced  and  wholly  unedu¬ 
cated  persons  preside  over  the  periodical  press,  which  is, 
in  our  lime,  of  such  importance.” 

Could  Ihe  supporters  of  our  American  “  peculiar  in¬ 
stitutions”  only  carry  out  their  plans  for  obtaining  the 
control  of  our  colleges  and  theological  seminaries,  and 
then  clap  on  this  finisher,  who  knows  but  we  might  yet 
be  as  well  governed  as  the  people  of  Prussia  ?  And  it 
would  save  a  world  of  trouble  which  the  people  now 
have  in  governing  themselves.

Dear  Brother  Peet— Our  season  of  protracted  worship 
closed  last  Monday  evening.  Probably  it  will  be  re¬ 
membered  by  many  with  everlasting  gratitude  to  G^. 
The  Lord  had  long  been  preparing  his  way,  so  that  he 
could  come  to  his  temple,  and  make  known  his  power 
to  save  souls  from  the  perdition  of  ungodly  men.  When 
I  commenced  laboring  with  this  people,  in  the  month  of 
September  last,  the  charch  had  been  destitute  of  slated 
preaohing  for  a  long  time,  and  there  was  very  liitle  of 
the  life  and  potoerof  godliness  among  them— nay  the  pul¬ 
sations  of  spiritnal  existence  were  scarcely  per  'cptiW. 
Soon,  however,  there  was  exhibited  some  signs  of  lifei 
and  it  was  not  long  before  we  saw  manifest  tokens  of  the 
divine  presence. 

In  November  we  observed  the  fast  recommended  by 
Synod.  It  was  apparently  a  day  of  deep  interest  to  the 
church.  On  the  evening  of  that  day,  one  soul  in  this 
place  was  hopefully  born  into  the  kingdom  of  Christ. 
From  that  time  the  tide  of  feeling  rose  gradually,  both  in 
and  out  of  the  charch,  but  no  more  conversions  look  place 
until  the  last  of  Feb.,  when  the  cloud  of  mercy,  which 
had  for  months  been  gathering  over  us,  began  to  drop 
down  salvation.  The  first  subjects  of  renewing  grace 
were  children  and  youth,  belonging  to  parents  who,  al¬ 
though  professedly  pious,  were,  nevertheless,  sleeping 
over  the  eternal  destiny  of  the  immortals  committed  to 
them  to  train  up  for  God  and  for  heaven.  ’These  were 
brought  to  Christ,  principally,  through  the  instrumenta¬ 
lity  of  two  females,  whom  the  Lord  influenced  by  bis 
Holy  Spirit  to  pray  and  labor  for  their  immediate  con¬ 
version.  Several  meetings  of  inquiry  were  held  pre¬ 
vious  to  our  meeting  of  days,  at  which  the  Spirit  of  God 
was  present  by  his  convicting  and  converting  power. 
Out  meeting  commenced  March  14th,  and  continued 
twenty  days.  We  should  have  closed  it  sooner,  bad  not 
the  providence  of  God  loudly  proclaimed,  Go  on.  The 
interest  evidently  increased  to  the  close.  A  brother  in 
the  ministry,  who  was  with  us  during  the  whole  season 
sf  our  solemnities,  remarked  that  he  never  before  .so 
manifestly  saw  the  Lord  go  before  bis  people,  by  day  in 
a  pillar  of  a  cloud,  and  by  night  in  a  pillar  of  fire.  Ma¬ 
ny  daring  the  progress  ol  our  meeting  have  professedly 
given  up  all  for  Christ.  How  many  of  them  will  ex¬ 
hibit  the  evidence  of  a  genuine  change  remains  to  b« 
known.  We  were  assisted  by  brothers  A.  Parmelec,  of 
Springville,  W.  Childs,  of  Strykersville,  and  L.  A.  Skin¬ 
ner,  of  Boston  ;  others  were  with  us  for  a  short  time. 

Among  the  bopefal  converts  may  be  seen  persons  of 
all  ages,  from  the  child  of  six  years  to  the  man  whose 
head  is  white  with  the  frost  of  many  winters.  Several 
from  other  towns  have  participated  in  the  blessing  which 
God  has  showered  down  here.  They  came  to  our  meet¬ 
ing  “under  condemnation,  and  the  wrath  of  God  abid¬ 
ing  on  them,”  but  returned  rejoicing  in  hope  of  Ihe  glo¬ 
ry  of  God,  rejoicing  that  they  were  justified  freely, 
through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

CONVERSION  OF  A  RUNAWAY  SLAVE. 

Among  the  most  interesting  cases  of  conversion  is 
that  of  a  colored  young  man — a  fugitive  slave.  God  in 
his  proYideoce  brought  him  to  us  in  the  midst  of  our 
meeting.  The  first  that  we  saw  of  him  he  came  into  the 
morning  prayer  meeting  with  a  Methodist  brother  from 
Hamburg,  on  whom  he  had  called  that  morning  for  le- 
Ire.shment,  and  who  came  for  the  express  purpose  of 
guiding  him  into  our  meeting.  Before  preaching  ser¬ 
vice  in  the  afternoon  we  bad  an  interview  with  him,  in 
which  we  endeavored  to  ascertain  something  of  his  his¬ 
tory.  From  his  acconni  of  himself,  he  left  his  master 
about  three  months  before.  He  had  no  knowledge  of 
letters,  and  had  not  had  the  privilege  of  hearing  the  gos¬ 
pel  preached.  He  was  told  that  he  was  among  his 
friends,  and  need  have  no  fears  of  being  betrayed,  and 
was  urged  to  attend  immediately  and  in  earnest  to  the 
salvation  of  his  soul,  that  he  might  become  a  freeman 
of  Christ.  This  he  signified  his  intention  to  do.  Fer¬ 
vent  snpplication  was  made  to  Gcal  in  his  behalf.  The 
sermon  in  the  afternoon  (the  first  that  he  heard)  made  a 
deep  impression  upon  his  mind.  Speaking  of  the  ser¬ 
mon  afterwards,  he  says,  “  1  did  not  know  that  dare 
was  another  sinner  in  de  house,  it  seemed  as  if  all  dc 
preacher  said  come  right  down  on  me.”  At  the  close  of 
sermon  one  of  the  brethren  took  him  to  his  bmise,  Sup¬ 
per  was  made  ready,  but  he  could  not  eat.  So  great 
was  his  consciousness  of  guilt  as  a  sinner  against  God, 
that  it  destroyed  his  appetite  for  food.  The  brother 
took  him  into  bis  chamber,  endeavored  to  enlighten  his 


Improvement  in  Burmam  PaiNTiKa. — Extract  of  a 
letter  from  Mr.  Huncock,  printer,  dated  June  29, 1836. 

At  the  late  conference,  among  other  things  discussed, 
was  the  subject  af  reducing  the  size  of  the  Barman  type- 
It  was  found  bj'  computation  that  by  reducing  U  o®* 
size,  nearly  one  half  of  the  present  cost  of  printing 
would  be  saved.  This  fact  forced  itself  upon  the  ju^- 
ments  of  all,  and  they  made  it  my  bnsiness  to  see  the  oo-. 
ject  accomplished.  Consequeniiy  I  expect  to  leave  Maul* 
mein  again  in  the  course  of  the  next  month,  to  asceruin 
whether  1  can  receive  a  punch  cutter  from  Bengal,  to  do 
the  work  here ;  if  not,  I  shall  remove  with  my  family  to 
Calcutta  to  oversee  the  work.  Br.  Osgood  has  taken 
charge  of  the  printing  establishment  pursuant  to  this 
business,  and,  if  hia  health  continues  as  good  as  it  now 
is,  will  probably  continue  to  superintend  it,  though  1 
should  return  to  do  the  work  here. 

The  office  has  been  kept  in  constant  and  steady  opera¬ 
tion,  producing,  daily,  2250  sheets,  or  36,000  pages ;  and 
since  the  arrival  of  the  power  press,  the  quantity  has 
been  much  inereased.  When  it  was  first  put  into  ope¬ 
ration,  1500  sheets  a  day  were  struck  off,  though  much 
of  it  was  spoiled  by  the  workmen.  This  was  anticipat¬ 
ed,  and  we  used  broken  paper:  2,250  sheets  are  now 
struck  off,  which  is  the  same  amount  as  that  produced 
by  the  three  hand  presses.  It  requires,  however,  more 
of  the  personal  superintendetice  of  the  overseer,  than  all 
the  rest  of  the  establishment.  Our  native  workmen 
cannot  be  trusted  with  a  piece  of  machinery  like  this. 

Annivedsaries  in  Philadelthia — The  Penn^lvania 
Mi.->sionary  ConveniioH  met  at  Philadelphia  on  Tuesday 
last;  and  we  understand,  was  very  fullv  attended.  The 
tw.enty-third  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Baptist 
Board  of  Foreign  Missions  was  held  in  the  meeiing- 
hoase  of  the  First  Baptist  church  on  Wednesday  morn¬ 
ing;  ihe  annual  sermon  was  preached  by  brother  Som¬ 
ers,  of  this  city.  The  first  annual  meeiingof  the  Ameri- 
rao  and  Foreign  Bible  Society,  and  the  Philadelphia 
Bible  Convention,  met  on  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day ; 
and  the  Bible  Convention  is  doubtless  still  in  session. — 
The  fifth  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Baptist  Home 
Mission  Society  was  bmd  yesterday.  We  shall  proba¬ 
bly  be  able  next  week  to  present  to  our  readers  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  of  the  several  societies  and  conventions  in  de¬ 
tail.  At  present  we  are  only  advised  that  they  were 
well  attended,  and  that  in  all  the  almost  harmony  pre¬ 
vailed. — Am.  Baptist. 

Mismunary  Service. — We  Icnm  from  the  Southern 
Watchman,  publithed  at  Charleston,  3.  C.,  that  a  numer¬ 
ous  and  deeply  interested  assemblage,  at  the  Circular 
Church,  on  Snndny  night,  9th  instant,  witnessed  the  desig¬ 
nation  of  the  Rev.  Dyer  Ball,  and  Mrs.  L.  H.  Ball,  his 
lady,  of  that  city,  aa  MissioBary  and  Assistant  Missionary, 
to  be  stationed  at  Singapore,  and  in  conjunction  with  three 
other  missionaries,  already  on  or  near  the  spot,  and  another, 
Mr.  Wood,  now  at  Princeton,  N.  J.,  to  sail  in  company 
with  them,  lo  conduct  a  Missionary  Seminary,  chiefly  for 
the  purpose  of  educating  a  band  of  native  Missionaries  to 
spread  the  Gospel  in  theirown  benighted  land,  comprising 


Wisdom  of  Pofery  and  Foolishness  of  Protest¬ 
antism.-— In  Baltimore,  the  Roman  Catholics  have  a 
seminary,  called  the  colored  sisters  of  Providence.  It 
is  a  three  story  house  in  Richmond  street,  opposite 
Pearl  street.  The  Catholic  Directory  says : 

The  listers  of  Providence  are  a  religious  society  of 
colored  women,  established  at  Baltimore  in  1829,  and 
acknowledged  by  the  Holy  See  in  1831.  His  Holiness 
has  granted  them  many  spiritual  graces  and  favors  — 
They  renounce  the  world,  to  consecrate  themselves  to 
God,  and  the  Christian  education  of  colored  girls. — 
These  girls  will  either  become  mothers  of  families  or 
household  servants.  As  to  such  as  are  employed  as 
servants,  they  will  be  instructed  in  domestic  concerns, 
and  the  care  of  young  children. 

This  is  a  wise  .scheme,  and  should  claim  the  immedi- 
aie  attention  of  Protestants. 


Sawyer’s  Dissertation  on  Servitude. — Rev.  L.  A.

“  IS  SLAVERY'  FROM  ABOVE,  OK  FROM  BENEATH  ?” 

This  is  the  liile  of  an  article  in  the  April  number  of 
the  Guarierly  Anti-Slavery  Magazine.  The  subject  is 
the  Jewish  servitude.  It  appears  anonymously,  but  is 
attributed  to  Theodore  D.  Weld.  The  writer  has,  we 
think,  triumphantly  driven  slavery  from  its  hiding 
place,  behind  the  Mosaic  in.«titutioiis.  He  first  brushes 
away  the  fog,  which  the  dialect  of  slavery,  and  its  long 
associations  with  our  language  and  thoiight.s,  have 
thrown  around  the  subject ;  by  giving  a  clear  and  dis¬ 
criminating  definition  of  American  slavery,  as  consist¬ 
ing,  not  of  political  disabilities,  but  of  "  reducing  men  to 
articles  of  property,  making  free  agents  goods  and  chat¬ 
tels,  converting  persons  into  things :  sinking  intelligence, 
accountability,  immortality,  and  personal  inalienable 
ownership  into  mere  merchandize.”  He  then  inquires 
wheiher  the  Bible  sanctions  such  a  principle.  This  he 
answers  summarily,  by  showing  that  the  principle  here 
involved,  of  disregarding  the  distinction  between  a  per¬ 
son  and  a  thing,  is  most  pointedly  condemned  by  the 
laws  of  God,  and  visited  with  the  severest  penalties. 
This  leads  to  an  inquiry  into  the  nature  of  the  servitude 
which  existed  under  the  Patriarchal  and  Mosaic  dis¬ 
pensations.  And  so  he  brings  us  to  the  conclusion,  (we 
think  iriesistably  established,)  that  the  principle  of  hold¬ 
ing  men  as  property  was  unknown,  under  these  dispen¬ 
sations.  He  shows  also,  that  Hebrew  servitude  had 
respect  to  the  interest  and  happine.ss  of  the  servant  as 
well  as  of  the  master — that  the  service  was  entered  into 
and  continued  in,  voluntarily— and  that  these  servants 
were  paid  for  their  services.  In  conclusion,  he  takes 
up  and  discusses  those  passages,  which  have  been  quoted 
with  so  much  assurance  to  sanction  American  slavery, 
and  shows  their  consistency  with  the  views  here  taken. 
Although  professedly  but  a  mere  outline  of  the  argument, 
yet,  it  shows  much  study  and  research,  as  well  as  com. 
prehensiveness  of  mind  and  reach  of  ihoughi.  Any 
person  desirous  ot  investigating  the  subject  thoroughly 
for  himself,  will  find  great  help  from  this  article.  And, 
surely,  it  is  a  subject  that  ought  to  be  thoroughly  studied 
and  well  understood.  We  ought  to  know  wheiher  the 
Bible  is  the  charter  of  our  liberties ;  for  certainly,  if  it 
sanctions  slavery,  we  have  no  guaranty  of  personal'li- 
berty.  If  one  man  may  be  lawfully  enslaved,  another 
may  be;  and  therefore,  the  lawfulness  of  slavery  once 
established,  there  is  an  end  of  human  rights- upon  this 
hypothesis,  we  have  no  rights.

Woodbbidge’s  Letters  to  Christians. 

These  two  works,  of  similar  size,  came  out  simulta¬ 
neously,  from  the  press  of  Mr.  Taylor.  They  may 
serve  as  a  sample  of  two  leading  schools  of  religious  in¬ 
struction  found  among  us.  And  those  who  can  see  in 
them  sufficient  grounds  for  denunciation  and  separation, 
can  see  more  than  we  see.  Dr.  Woodbridge’s  book 
we  mean  to  notice  more  fully  when  we  gel  time  to  ex¬ 
amine  it  more  thoroughly.  Mr.  Finney  has  prefaced 
his  volume  with  the  following  brief  and  characteristic 
introductioH : 

As  these  Lectures  occupied  from  an  hour  and  a  quar¬ 
ter  to  an  hour  and  three  quarters  in  the  delivery,  it  will 
be  seen  by  their  length,  as  here  given,  that  the  reporter 
took  down  bui  little  more  than  a  full  skeleton  of  them.  I 
have  made  but  very  slight  alterations  and  additions  in 
revising  them,  for  the  following  reasons: 

1.  Their  publication  was  determined  on  too  late,  so 
that  I  had  very  little  time. 

2.  My  ill  health  and  multiplied  duties  forbade. 

3.  To  have  enlarged  them  much  would  have  swelled 
the  volume  beyond  the  contemplated  size. 

4.  From  experience  I  have  learned  that  the  conversa¬ 
tional  and  condensed  style  in  which  they  were  reported, 
is  moreinleresiing  and  edifying  to  common  readers,  than 
a  more  elevated  and  less  laconic  style. 

I  have,  therefore,  left  them  as  they  were  reported, 
with  a  few  verbal  and  trifling  alierauons. 

The  author  of  the  Lectures  has  no  claim  to  literary 
merit;  and,  if  he  knows  his  own  heart,  has  no  desire 
that  the  Lectures  should  be  any  thing  else  than  useful. 

I  have  reason  to  believe  that,  upon  the  whole,  they 
will  be  as  much  so  in  their  present  as  under  any  other 
form  I  could  give  them,  circumstanced  as  I  am. 

As  my  friends  wish  to  have  them  in  a  volume,  they 
must  take  them  as  they  are.

Seven  or  eight  of 
them  have  given  in  a  relation  of  their  experience,  and 
20  or  more  we  hope  will  soon  con.e  and  unite  with  the 
church.  God  is  evidently  still  with  us.  Our  meetings 
are  well  attended  and  solemn.  A  general  seriousness 
seems  to  j, revail.  Temperance  is  on  the  increase,  and 
other  benevolent  objects  are  beginning  to  be  thought  of. 
We  request  prayers  of  all  who  pray,  that  God  will 
still  bless  this  place  and  save  the  perishing.

2.  Resolved,  That  the  name  of  this  Society  be  the  Ameri¬ 
can  and  Foreign  Bible  Society. 

3.  Resolved,  That  fur  the  coming  year  the  Society  shall 
confine  its  operations  to  the  support  of  Foreign  translations. 

4.  Resolved,  That  tho  denomination  be  affectionately 
requeated  to  aend  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society,  in 
the  laat  week  of  April  next  year,  an  expresainns  of  their 
views,  as  to  the  duty  of  engaging  in  domestic  distribution.

— In  the  Memoir  of  Dr.  Porter, 
recently  published  by  Messrs.  Perkins  &  Marvin,  we 
find  the  following  instance  of  the  triumph  ol  faith  in  a 
pious  African,  which  came  to  the  knowledge  of  Dr.  P.

lug  a  liille corner  r-f  lenitury  in  Africa.” 

A  l--tler  dated  Livcipo  d,  March  31,  says,  “  Our  cotton  mar¬ 
ket,  afer  a  momentary  buoyancy,  and  a  coiiarquent  advance  of 
about  I  4d  per  pound,  has  relaps^  into  an  inanimate  slate,  and 
Ihe  advance  has  baroly  been  KU.slaiued ;  and  so  lung  as  trade 
continues  depressed,  and  the  monied  transactions  dersiiged,  we 
cjiinol  aniici|>ate  any  iraprovcnieni  uf  moment.  So  g  neral  has 
linen  ihe  embirrassinent,  and  so  serious  ihe  losses  tuslaincd  by 
inijKiris  of  produce  from  all  quarters,  aa  lo  pr  vent  u«  frnin  eii- 
l•Ttnlui^g  the  hope  ol  on  uiueliuratinn  within  any  reasonable 
time. 

Another,  dated  April  1,  aays,  “  In  the  early  part  of  this  week 
we  had  the  promise  of  rome  improvement  in  the  cotton  inirket. 
On  M-inday,  salea  were  made  at  1  8  to  1-4  advance  on  prnviuui, 
rales — but,  we  regret  lo  aay,  even  that  small  amendment  hat 
not  been  supported,  and  yesterday  morning,  our  prices  wore  just 
about  Uie  vtms  as  those  of  that  day  week. 

The  import  of  all  sorts  of  cotton,  into  the  kingdom,  sinco  the 
lit  of  January,  amounia  to  340,0(0  bales,  against  S85,(XX)  re. 
ceived  within  ihe  same  lime  m  1830.  And  uf  American,  aepa- 
ralely,  the  receipts  amount  to  263,C)00,  agamst  213  000  bales. 
The  stuck  of  all  kinds  at  this  purl,  as  at  present  eslimateil 
amounts  to  about  266,000  bales,  against  148  0(X) — the  estimated 
slock  this  time  Nsi  year.  And  of  American  separately,  we 
appear  to  have  143,000,  against  92,000  bales. 

The  imroigraliun  into  Texas  since  March  Ist,  has  been  about 
a  thousand  per  week.  The  country  was  overstocked  wiili  mer¬ 
chandise,  and  lands  were  rising  rapidly  in  value.  The  weather 
hail  been  unu-'ually  cold,  and  great  quantities  ufyoung  vegeta¬ 
bles,  as  well  as  a  large  purlion  uf  the  rising  cotton  crop,  had  be,  ii 
destroyed  by  frost. 

The  bones  of  Crockett,  Travis,  Bowie  and  the  other  defenders 
of  the  Alamo,  had  been  gathered,  placed  in  one  cotfin,  and 
buried  with  military  honors.  Col.  John  N.  Seguiti  undo  a 
speech  on  the  occasion. 

LEGISLATURE  OP  NE3V-YORK. 

In  Senate.— Thursday,  April  28 — Mr.  Edwards,  from  the 
committee  on  the  judiciary,  to  who.i  was  referr^  the  bill 
from  the.  Assembly,  to  “prevent  usury,”  made  a  report. 

'I  be  committee  caitie  to  the  conclusions,  that  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  the  bill,  “so  far  as  they  are  designed  to  prevent  the 
creation  of  usurious  paper,  under  severe  penalties,  ought  to 
be  adopted  ;  but  they  cannot  feel  it  their  duty  to  recommend 
to  the  favorable  consideration  of  Ihe  senate,  those  provisions 
in  the  bill  which  invalidate  paper  not  usurious  m  its  inception.’ 
Tue  report  proceeds  fo  review  the  bill,  taken  in  connexion 
with  the  decided  vote  of  the  senate,  at  the  present  session, 
that  the  general  policy  of  the  usury  laws  is  to  be  sustained. 
The  committee  concurin  that  part  of  the  hill  which  proposes 
to  restore  the  law,  as  it  was  before  the  revision  of  the  stat¬ 
utes:  but  the  residue  of  the  section,  which  renders  void 
every  description  of  paper"  furor  upon  which  any  greater  in- 
lereat  or  consioeration  may  be  hereafter  reserved,  obtained 
or  taken,  by  way  of  comniiesion  or  utherwiee,”  than  seven 
per  cent  per  annum,  is  regarded  as  containing  provisions  of 
a  most  extraordinary  character,  which,  if  they  should  be¬ 
come  laws,  would  prove  not  only  highly  detrimental-  to  the 
mercantile  and  commercial  part  of  the  community,  but  ex¬ 
tremely  prejudicial  to  almost  every  other  class  of  men.

tVilHCss  also  knew  defendant’s  father  and  mother,  they 
both  resided  in  Philadelphia,  and  witness  was  in  the  fre¬ 
quent  habit  of  visiting  their  house.  Witness  heard  of  the 
arrest  of  defendant,  and  came  on  from  Philadelphia  at  his 
own  cost,  to  testify  in  his  behalf.

Arthur  Tappan  &  Co. — We  believe  our  readers  will 
feel  deep  regret  at  the  announcement,  th  it  the  hoiisij  of 
Arthur  Tappan  A  Co.  have  been  obliged  to  suspend  pay 
ment.  This  took  place  on  the  Isi  instant.  They  have 
not  met  with  any  losses  of  magnitude,  that  we  can  learn  ; 
and  tlicir  auspension  is  to  be  attributed  to  the  im|)os8ibility, 
at  this  juncture,  of  negotiating  business-paper— the  fail¬ 
ures  on  the  part  of  their  debtors  to  meet  their  payments 
punctually — the  too  widely  extended  business  in  which 
they,  as  well  as  the  rest  of  the  mercantile  community,  are 
involved — and  Ihe  other  numerous  causes  of  the  present 
unprecedented  pressure.  Several  merchants  of  this  city, 
on  learning  the  difficulues  of  the  house,  with  great  liberal¬ 
ity,  offered  A.  T.  &  Co.,  loans  of  their  notes  to  the  amount 
of  upwards  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  enable 
them  to  proceed  in  their  business,  but  as  the  Banks  did  not 
deem  it  expedient  to  discount  their  paper,  the  liberal  prof¬ 
fer  of  aid  was  ol  no  avail.  We  presume  that  A.  T.  &  Co., 
will  ask  an  extension  from  their  creditors,  and  meantime, 
in  the  belief  that  it  will  be  granted,  and  they  not  be  com¬ 
pelled  to  make  an  assignment,  will  continue  their  bu¬ 
siness. 

The  fact  that  a  house  in  such  credit,  with  so  ample 
means  and  such  assistance,  was  compelled  to  (top  pay¬ 
ment,  may  serve  to  show  to  our  country  readers  the  seve¬ 
rity  of  tho  pressure  here.  In  fact  it  has  become  a  panic; 
nay,  well  nigh  a  dismay  and  terror  to  business  men.  The 
stable  and  real  wealth  of  the  country,  of  which  the  vast 
transactions  of  New-York  are  merely  the  representative, 
must  be  brought  into  service,  or  a  desolating  wave  of  ter¬ 
ror  will  sweep  over  the  whole  land,  and  by  withdrawing 
the  whole  circulating  medium,  bring  all  business  to  the 
savage  state  of  simple  barter.  The  payment  of  debts  due 
from  the  country,  as  rapidly  as  possible,  will  soon  set  the 
wheels  cf  commerce  in  motion  again.  Our  benevolent  to 
stilutions  will  suffer  severely  in  their  incomes,  and  the  vast 
multitudes  who  are  depending  upon  them  be  subjected  to 
the  greatest  distress,  unless  those  of  small  means  put  forth 
extraordinary  efforts  to  supply  the  vacuum  occasioned  by 
the  general  failure  of  those  who  were  accustomed  to  give 
large  sums. 

KIDNAPPING  BV  AMERICAN  LAW. 

We  are  not  satisfied  that  we  have  done  as  much  as  we 
ought,  to  spread  before  the  peo|ilc  of  these  United  States 
the  various,  and  numerous  cases  of  kidnapping  which  take 
place  in  this  city,  under  the  sanction  of  American  Law. 
One  reason,  perhaps,  has  keen,  that  our  avocations  have 
not  led  U3  to  see  tho  individuals  who  have  been  thus  made 
viefims  to  the  most  cruel  oppression  that  a  civilized  nation 
ever  legalized.  Cases  are  continually  occurring,  of  MEN 
living  in  the  midst  of  their  families  and  friends,  in  the  en¬ 
joyment  of  comfort  and  the  pursuit  of  industry,  as  free  as 
ourselves,  (free  in  fact,  we  mean,  and  free  by  God’s  right 
and  by  the  constitution)  who  are  seized,  carried  before  a 
single  magistrate,  who  it  is  well  known  thinks  that  all 
black  men  ought  to  be  slaves,  and  on  the  oath  of  the  pirate 
who  seizes  them,  with  such  corroborative  testimony  as  bo 


case  over  to  the  next  day.  The  New  York  Express  says  : 

As  the  Recorder  was  leaving  the  bench  to  retire,  tlic  as¬ 
semblage  having  by  a  false  report  understood  that  the  man 
was  liberated,  gave  three  cheers,  and  rushed  out  in  ike 
Park  to  congratulate  him  ;  but  upon  discovering  their  er¬ 
ror,  the  whole  mass  huddled  around  the  prisoner  and  the 
officers  having  him  in  charge,  viz.  Deputy  SheritrLowndes, 
Mr.  Fountain,  keeper  ol  the  city  prison,  and  Waldron, 
and  a  scene  of  most  disgraceful  riot  ensued.  Justice 
Bloodgood  perceiving  the  danger  of  a  rescue,  hiin  ied  to 
the  assistance  of.lhe  officers,  ordr-ing  the  whole  (lolice 
force  lo  follow  him.  He  had  nearly  reached  Ihe  prisoner, 
when  a  stout  black  woman  gave  his  honor  a  most  tingra- 
cioua  and  Itear-like  hug  around  the  throat,  while  a  black 
Ilian  took  him  by  the  heels,  and  pulling  in  opposite  direc¬ 
tions,  the  whole  party  came  to  the  earth  with  a  “tremend¬ 
ous  crash” — each  of  the  belligerents  weighing  upwards  of 
200  lbs.  In  the  course  of  this  scuffle  the  magistrate  got  a 
terrible  thumping  from  some  of  the  darkies  in  tiie  rear, 
the  principal  one  of  whom  together  with  the  two  others, 
were  taken  into  tire  Police  Uffice.  Meanwhile  the  mob 
had  succeeded  in  getting  the  prisoner  from  his  conductors, 
who  escorted  him  as  far  as  Broadway,-  and  opening  a  pas¬ 
sage  told  him  to  “dare  de  kitchen,”  ppon  which  he  bound¬ 
ed  oH'like  a  deer,  bis  pursuers  following  him  in  full  cry, 
down  Chambers  streets,  up  Hudson  street,  through  Reade 
street  to  a  jeweller’s  shop  about  half  way  up  the  block,  I 
where  be  darted  up  an  ally  and  down  a  coal  vault,  where 
he  ensconaed  himaelf  behind  a  charcoal  barrel.  The 
huntera,  however,  knew  too  well  the  ground  to  allow  their 
game  to  escape.  Bowyer  and  G.  Hays  soon  scented  him, 
following  him  into  his  subterranean  retreat,  and  having 
hand-cuffed  him,  a^ain  put  him  in  charge  of  the  sheriff',  in 
whose  custody  he  still  remains.  Two  weapons  were  found 
upon  him,  a  dirk  and  a  Spanish  spring  knife,  which  must 
have  been  slipped  into  his  clothes  by  some  of  the  mob  as 
he  came  out  of  the  Court. 

At  the  lime  when  Waldron  had  hold  of  one  of  the  as- 
8  lilants  of  Justice  Bloodgood,  and  was  bringing  him  into 
tho  office,  Russel  C.  Wheeler,  Esq.,  attorney  at  law, 
made  a  violent  effort  to  rescue  the  prisoner,  tearing  ofl'the 
officer’s  coat  in  the  course  of  tho  struggle.  lie  was  imme¬ 
diately  arrested  and  brought  in,  and  was  required  to  give 
bail  to  the  amount  of  filOOOO.  A  gentleman  stepped 
forward  and  offered  to  justify  to  half  that  amount,  which 
Justice  Bloodgood  refused,  and  committed  the  aggressor 
to  Bridewell,  from  which  he  was  shortly  after  bailed  by  his 
brother  in  the  required  amount. 

In  regard  to  tho  case  of  Mr.  Wheeler,  the  following 
statement,  from  the  Plaindealer,  will  put  the  matter  in  its 
true  light ; 

The  conduct  of  Justice  Bloodgood  on  this  occasion,  as 
related  to  us  by  a  respectable  eye  witness  of  it,  was  most 
ferocious  and  disgraceful.  Mr.  Wheeler  is  an  exceeding¬ 
ly  respectable  member  of  the  bar,  and  his  interference  in 
the  affray  we  understand  to  have  been  no  more  than  this, 
Seeing  a  poor  negro  man  on  the  ground,  and  some  half  a 
dozen  blood-thirsty-looking  fellows  kicking  and  stamping 
upon  him  in  a  most  savage  manner,  he,  at  the  tnere  sjion  ■ 
taneous  and  honorable  impulse  of  benevolence,  inteiiercd 
with  a  view  of  stopping  the  brutality.  He  was  (hen  furi¬ 
ously  turned  upon,  dragged  with  violence  into  the  Policc 
Office,  and  consigned  immediately  to  the  Bridewell  by 
Justice  Bloodgood,  (justice!  oh  heaven!  “the  quality  of 
justice  ia  not  strained’’)  in  default  of  being  able  to  produce, 
on  the  instant,  tho  enormous  bail  of  ten  ihoiisund  dollars. 

Justice  Bloodgood,  tve  understand,  further  illustrated 
his  notions  of  justice  and  the  proper  dignity  of  the  bench, 
by  interlarding  his  official  charges  and  niuledictiona  with 
the  most  profane  and  vulgar  oaihs.  While  thus  fulmina¬ 
ting  the  anathemas  of  justice  from  the  bench,  he  hod  on 
the  table  before  him  a  pair  of  enormous  pistols,  which  he 
frequently  flourished  in  illustration  of  his  discourse.  Jus¬ 
tice  of  old  carried  a  sword  ;  but  modern  justice  arms  him¬ 
self  with  pistols,  which  Mr.  Recoider  Rikcr  thinks  a  very 
proper  sort  of  weapon  for  private  citizens  to  carry,  and  of 
course  much  more  se  for  a  justice  on  the  bench.  Mr.  Jus¬ 
tice  Bloodgood,  among  many  other  similar  fcrocitirs  of 
speech,  frequently, expressed  his  regret  that  he  had  neglect 
ed  to  take  his  percussion  caps  with  him  into  the  Park,  a; 
he  should  have  liked  fio  belter  sport  than  to  shoot  a  half 
dozen  of  the  “  niggers.”

The  pri^ner,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Recorder,  and  by 
consent  ot  courisel,  was  taken  into  a  private  room  and  in¬ 
terrogated  in  reference  to  the  situation  of  the  last  witness’s 
store  in  Boston,  and  also  ia  relation  to  other  localities  of 
till. I  City. 

The  result  of  this  inquiry  remained,  cf  course,  in  the 
breast  ol  the  Recorder,  but  it  struck  us  as  a  very  extraordi¬ 
nary  process  to  be  e.mployed  on  a  man  who  was  on  trial  foi 
his  liberty. 

The  case  was  then  adjourned  till  Monday  next,  ot  which 
time  tbe  Recorder  stated  that  he  would  sit  until  it  was  dis¬ 
posed  of. 

'I’lie  prisoner  was  taken  to  a  private  room,  and  orders 
were  given  to  clear  the  Park  previous  to  his  being  removed 
to  prison.  This  precaution,  however,  was  unnecessary, 
there  being  not  Ihe  slightest  indication  of  disorder  among 
the  assemblage,  which  was  nearly  as  niiinerotis  na  upon 
the  day  previous.  The  Police  were  upon  this,  as  upon 
many  other  occasions,  a  day  after  the  fair. 

'1  hs  next  week,  the  case  was  taken  up  again  and  a  plen¬ 
ty  of  witnesses  ware  found  to  testify  to  tbe  identity  of  the 
person  claimed,  as  the  slave  of  Dr.  Allender. 

Before  proceeding  with  the  witnesses,  the  defendant’s 
counsel  read  the  affidavit  of  Dr.  Allender.  Ihe  claimant,  on 
which  tbe  man'  was  arrested,  and  in  which  the  lime  of  his 
fl  glit  from  Maryland  is  staled  to  be  April  1832;  the  counsel 
insisted  that  the  claimant  ahould  be  held  stricilv  to  this 
date,  while  the  claimant’s  counsel  gave  notice  that  he  should 
prove  It  a  clerical  error. 

The  witnesses  i  xamined  were  all  produced  bv  the  claim¬ 
ant.  They  were  Thomas  Merrich  and  Walter  Price,  broth- 
ers-in-law  of*  Dr.  Allender,  James  I).  Allender,  his  hroiher, 
4rihiir^  Me  Giiinis  and  David  Williams,  now  residents  in 
New  'V  orh  but  formerly  in  Baltimore.  They  all  swore  very 
ptisilively  to  the  idcniiiy  of  Dixon,  or  aa  they  called  nim, 
Jake  (Jacob)  Ellis,  and  aa  positively  to  the  fact  of  his  hav¬ 
ing  been  a  slave  of  the  late  Dr.  Allender,  father  of  the  claim- 
aiii,  untd  some  time  in  1331.  They  all  recognized  him,  the 
moment  they  saw  him,  after  bis  arrest  Mr.  Allender 
swore  to  a  fo-culiar  mark  on  the  abtloinen  of  the  defendant, 
which  he  had  frequently  noticed  when  they  were  ha  thing  to¬ 
gether.  Dr.  Allender,  the  claimant,  being  examined  as  lo 
ibis  mark,  by  convent  of  parties,  corroborated  his  brother’s 
description  ofiL 

The  Recorder  look  occasion  to  say  that  he  had  examined 
the  person  ot  the  defendant,  wiih  riference  to  the  mark,  but 
did  nut  say  whether  he  had  or  had  not  found  it  to  exist  as 
described.  In  this,  we  conceive,  he  act  properly;  it  is  his 
duty  to  hear  all  the  testimony,  pro.  and  cun.  before  he  gives 
or  intimates  an  opinion,  ordisetuaea  any  fact  within  his  own 
knowledirc.  The  existence  or  nonexistence  of  the  niatk 
may  be  explained  away. 

Alter  the  exaniination  of  these  witneaaea,  the  case  was 
adjourned  until  Monday.  Another  attempt  was  made  lo 
rescue  the  prisoner,  by  two  colored  men,  one  named  Griffith 
the  other  Palmer.  It  was  not  successful,  although  made  in 
the  midst  of  several  hundred  colored  persons,  noneof  whom 
attempted  to  imerfere.  In  the  ihe  course  of  the  scuffle 
Delween  iliese  two  and  the  officers,  one  of  the  latter,  Wal¬ 
dron,  had  a  severe  blow  on  the  head  from  a  white-wash 
brusli,  iiifficied  by  Gciffiih,  who  was  himself  felW  by  one 
of  the  spectators.  Uuudinot,  tke  officer,  drew  a  pistol  upon 
Gr.lTrh,  but  it  missed  fire.  Vve  should  be  glad  to  know 
whether  he  was  justified  in  using  a  pistol  on  such  an  occa¬ 
sion  ;  or  if  justified,  iii  the  strict  exposition  of  Ihe  law, 
wUeilier  it  would  not  be  much  belter  to  rely  rather  upon 
numbers  and  judicious  arrangements,  for  the  prevention  of 
rescues,  than  to  have  brains  blown  out  at  the  discretion  of 
the  officers. ,  The  conduct  of  Mr.  Boudinot  on  this  occasion 
should  cer'ainly-be  inquired  into. 

Griffith  and  Palmer  were  arrested  and  committed  to 
prison 

The  next  week  another  hearing  was  had,  similar  to  the 
last,  and  the  hearing  then  postponed  indefinitely,  on  ac¬ 
count  of  the  Recorder’s  engagements.  Wc  think,  with 
tho  editor  of  the  New-York  Gazette,  that  these  delays 
anionht  lo  a  denial  of  justice.  The  poor  man  there  lies  in 
jail,  and  in  suspense  worse  than  imprisonment,  and  will 
probably  remain  there  for  weeks  to  come.  Whatever  the 
law  may  be,  wc  envy  not  the  conscience  of  the  claimant.

The  tumult  below  increased  lo  such  an  extent  that  1  cun- 
B'idtre.'l  my  late  inevitable;  and  1  daiermined  to  meet  it  wiib 
as  much  lort.Uideaa  possible  Having  r  fused  lojumpoutof 
Ihe  3«1  story  window,  my  only  alternaiive  was,  to  gu  down 
s  airs,  and  give  myself  up  to  the  violeuce  of  the  uiub,  who 
Were  maddened  by  liquor — which  1  believe,  was  graiuitutts- 
ly  furnished  at  tbe  bar  of  the  Hotel.  At  tbe  foot  of  the 
stairs  1  was  met  by  ilie  Mayor  anij  several  of  (he  Aldermen 
— thdr  timely  arrival  saved  niy  life-  After  aume  general 
observations  and  questiont  from  the  former,  1  stated  to  him 
Ihat  Nash,  w  ho  had  been  the  means  of  creating  this  excite¬ 
ment  against  me,  was  a  man  of  very  Sad  cbaractM,  bring 
ar  that  moment  present  in  a  slate  ot  beastly  intoxication! 
and  that  his  enmity  towards  me  originated  from  the  fact 
that  I  had  exerted  myself  on  behalf  of  a  colored  man  who 
was  arrested  as  a  slave  in  New  York;  that  I  had  come  to 
Savannah  on  busineas,  and  had  no  connection  with  Anti 
Slavery'  Societies,  of  which  I  would  convince  him,  if  be 
would  allow  me  an  opportunity.  He,  with  the  Aldermen, 
myaeifi  and  others,  ilien  repaired  to  my  room,  where  my 
papers  and  private  letters  underwent  a  partial  e-xamination 
Finding  no  evideuce  against  me,  the  Mayor  went  down  and 
told  ihe  mob  that  1  should  bedeiained  that  nighi,  and  in 
the  mean  time  he  would  hear  any  charges  that  could  be 
brought  forward,  also  examine  my  papers  more  closely,  and 
if  there  could  be  produced  the  slightest  evidence  of  iny  being 
an  aboliiionisi,  1  should  remain  in  custody.  I  was  then 
c-inductcd  lo  the  guard-house,  the  presence  of  the  Msyor 
and  a  Isr^e  body  of  officers  and  citizens  scarcely  sufficing 
to  protect  me  from  tha  grasp  of  the  multitude  which  sur¬ 
rounded  us.  The  guard  was  increased,  and  other  precau¬ 
tions  taken  for  my  security,  notwithsiandiog  whicb,  tbe 
Mayor  was  sent  for  several  limes  during  the  night  to  ith 
siore  order.  I  remained  immured  in  a  noisome  cell  unul 
near  8  o’clock  next  morning,  when  a  further  examination 
was  commencid.  Nash  in  the  meantime  had  presented 
many  eharges  against  me.  which  had  no  other  effect,  how¬ 
ever,  than  lo  expose  the  infamy  of  his  ow  ncharacier,  and 
to  r>‘nder  him  an  object  of  deserved  contempt.  He  accused 
nijr  faihcr  of  being  a  great  friend  to  the  niggers,  and  called 
my  hroiher  a  “  nigger  amalgamator,”  &c.  1  was  required 
to  render  an  i  xaci  account  of  myself  from  the  first  moment 
that  I  entered  tl  eciiy,  lu'  no  evidence  of  my  being  an  aboli¬ 
tionist  could  he  disc  ivered.  The  Mayor  remarked,  that  “  the 
pamphlet  found  in  iny  trunk  was  positive  evidence  in  my 
favor,  being  decidedly  for  colonization,  and  the  culonization- 
ista  were  the  mo.st  deadly  enemies  of  tho  abolitionists.” — 
He  then  lold  me  1  was  at  liberty  lo  depart,  and  added,  “you 
may  consider  it  a  miracle  ibatyou  have  escaped  with  year 
life”  A  heavy  rain  had  dispersed  the  mob,  and  under  the 
protection  which  it  still  afforded,  i  happily  made  my  escape. 

To  Capt.  Nichols,  of  the  ship  Angehque,  of  New  York, 
then  at  Savannah,  I  am  indebted  for  many  acta  of  kindness, 
extendeil  at  a  lime,  and  under  circumstances,  which  render 
it  imperative  upon  me  to  offer  him  this  public  expression  of 
mv  sincere  gratitude.  His  noble  conduct  on  that  occasion 
can’neverbe  erased  from  my  remembrance. 

I  wish  also  to  express  my  thankfulness  for  the  measure 
of  protection  extended  by  the  Mayor  and  other  civil  officers 
of  Savannah,  without  whose  intervention,  as  I  have  already 
stated,  escape  would  have  been  impossible. 

1  learntd  soon  after  my  arrival  in  New  York,  that  thia 
same  Nash,  with  some  worthy  confederates,  made  an  at¬ 
tack  on  David  Buggies,  of  this  city,  on  theevening  previous 
to  his  departure  for  the  South,  and  calling  to  mind  (be  ex¬ 
pression,  that  he  “  would  give  his  life  to  have  that  damned 
nigger  in  Savannah,”  1  was  led  irresistably  lo  the  conclu¬ 
sion,  that  his  object  was  to  have  kidnapped  him,  and  to  sell 
him  at  the  South,  as  “one of  the  leaders  of  Abolition  in  New 
York  city.”  Doubiless  “  the  hope  of  reward  sweetened  his 
labor.”  (Signed)  John  Hoppbu. 


THE  CASE  OF  JOHN  HOPPER. 

Our  readers  will  recollect  a  brief  notice  of  the  ca.se 
of  John  Hopper,  son  of  Isaac  T.  Hopper,  who  is  an  old 
and  an  uncommonly  active  member  of  the  ancient  abo- 
liiioii  scciety.  Mr.  John  Hopper  is  a  respectable  mer¬ 
chant,  and  has  not  hitherto  connected  himself  at  all  with 
the  abolitionists.  On  Monday  of  this  week,  he  publish¬ 
ed  in  tbe  New-York  American  a  full  narrative  of  the 
affair,  over  his  own  signature.  "We  give  the  body  of 
the  narrative  in  his  own  words : 


In  regard  to  the  riot  itself,  the  following  remarks  are 
from  Zion’s  Herald,  a  Methodist  paper,  published  at  Bos¬ 
ton  : 

We  have  here  some  of  the  legitimate  fruits  of  the  diabo¬ 
lical  system  of  slavery.  Here  is  a  fellow-man,  whose 
only  crime  is  “  Ihe  love  of  liberty,”  which,  with  a  skin  of  a 
difierent  color,  would  be  in  him  a  virtue,  hunted  up  and 
down  like  a  wild  beast,  and  that  in  a  country  whose  loud 
boastinga  of  liberty  have  gone  to  the  very  ends  of  the 
earth  !  How  cutting  and  withering  the  rebuke  of  Euro¬ 
pean  nations,  who  justly  accuse  ua  of  hypocritical  preten¬ 
sions  to  the  love  of  liberty,  and  equal  rights. 

On  Thursday,  the  case  was  again  brought  up.  The 
Recorder  said, 

That  from  information  which  he  had  received  from  Ihe 
keeper  of  the  prison  and  others  present,  he  was  of  the  be¬ 
lief  that  no  blame  could  be  attached  to  him  (the  prisoner) 
for  the  attempt  to  effect  his  escape.  The  prisonei  replied 
that  he  was  forced  by  the  mob  out  of  the  hands  of  the  offi¬ 
cer,  and  wished  to  remain  in  prison  until  his  case  was  dis¬ 
posed  of  according  to  law.  In  reference  to  the  weapons 
found  upon  him,  the  prisoner  admitted  having  a  jack-knife 
in  hia  possession  in  prison,  which  he  used  for  Ihe  purpose 
of  cutting  his  food  ;  but  the  dirk  be  knew  nnlhing  about. 
Whereupon  the  Recoider,  after  assuring  the  accused  that 
the  circumstances  of  yesterday  would  not  operate  against 
him  in  the  mind  of  the  judge,  ordered  the  cause  to  pro¬ 
ceed. 

Rev.  John  A.  Williams,  a  black  man,  being  sworn 
tcst;fied  that  he  is  a  Methodist  preacher,  and  lives  in  For- 
sylh-streeL  He  reoollected  seeing  the  prisoner  at  a  pray¬ 
er  meeting  the  first  time,  which  was  the  year  previous  to 
the  first  cholera — remembers  it  from  the  circuinstanee  of 
his  (witness’s)  wife,  having  died  in  July,  1832,  of  cholera. 
Had  offen  seen  him  at  prayer  meetings  since,  and  has  no 
doubt  he  is  the  man. 

[Justice  Bloodgood  interrupted  Ihe  proceedings  of  the 
Court  by  presenting  a  couple  ot  pocket  pistols,  which  he' 
said  hail  been  taken  from  the  person  of  a  black  man  who 
was  disorderly  in  the  Park.  The  Recorder,  from  tho  ve¬ 
hement  and  excited  manner  of  the  Justice,  thought  that 
tile  weapons  bad  been  found  upon  the  prisoner,  but  upon 
ascertaining  the  true  state  of  the  case,  ho  observed  that  he 
had  no  doubt  there  were  many  evil  disposed  persons  drawn 
together  in  the  Park,  but  advised  the  magistrate  to  be  cou- 
lious  lust  he  confound  the  guilty  with  Ihe  innocent,  and

may  suborn,  adjudged  k  delivered  over,  with  all  U.e  forme  i  The  investigation  was  then  resumed.] 
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TO  THE  PCBUC. 

I  respectfully  ask  of  my  fellow  citizens  an  attentive  pe¬ 
rusal  of  the  following  statement  of  facta,  which  obliged  me, 
on  a  late  occasion,  to  appear  in  the  character  of  a  fugitive, 
as  the  only  possible  means  of  escape  from  disgraceful 
tonure,  and  violent  death.  1  should  have  availed  myself  of 
an  carlirr  opportunity  of  publication,  had  not  my  flight  been 
attended  with  sufi'ering  and  privationa,  which  for  some  aiib- 
sequent  time  rendered  me  incapable  of  taking  a  calm  survey 
of  Ihe  past ;  and  1  yet  shudder,  when  I  call  to  mind  the  hid¬ 
eous  yells  that  sounded  in  iiiy  ears,  as  the  inoh  which 
surrounded  the  prison  where  1  was  immured,  attempted  to 
wrest  my  person  from  the  protection  of  the  civil  power,  and 
glut  their  rage  by  the  sacrifice  of  my  life. 

In  the  ordinary  course  of  business,  1  remained  at.Charles- 
ion  nearly  two  months  before  going  farther  South  ;  and  du¬ 
ring  tl.at  time  1  experienced  a'.l  the  courtesy  and  kindness 
which  usually  attended  the  relations  of  'mercantile  em¬ 
ployment— nor  did  I  suffer  the  slightest  interruption  of  any 
description  whatever,  until  assailed  in  person  at  Savannah, 
hya  Marshal  ol  this  city,  who  was  there  on  official  busi¬ 
ness. 

1  wish  it  lo  be  distincMy  understood  that  1  have  never 
had  any  connection  with  Anii-Slavery  Societies,  and  did 
not  utter  a  sentiment  on  abolition  while  at  the  South.  My 
object  woa  wholly  mercantile :  and  my  fellow  cit  zens  will 
observe  ihat  the  Mayor  of  Savannah  consented  lo  my  re¬ 
lease  only  on  this  ground  :  That  there  could  not  be  de¬ 

tected  “  the  slightest  evidence”  (his  own  words)  of  my  being 
an  abotUiunist! ! 

On  the  morning  of  the  28th  of  Isl  month,  I  arrived  at  Sa¬ 
vannah,  and  took  lodgings  at  the  City  Hotel.  After  tea 
in  the  ivening,  1  retired  to  my  room,  and  had  been  there  but 
a  lew  minutes,  when  the  door  was  aiiddeniy  forced  open, 
and  a  dozen  or  more  individuals,  in  a  stale  of  intoxication, 
rushed  into  the  apartment.  They  were  led  on  by  a  ruffian 
of  the  name  of  Nash,  who  seized  me  violently  by  the  col¬ 
lar,  and  exclaimed,  “  Well,  Hopper,  how,  under  God’s  heav¬ 
en,  you  ever  had  tbe  impudence  to  show  your  face  at  the 
South,  I  can’t  tell-  Damn  you,  you  had  not  been  in  tbe  city 
five  minutes  before  we  knew  it ;  but  we  are  glad  to  see  }  ou, 
Mr.  Hopper— we  are  well  prepared  for  you  !”  Then,  ad¬ 
dressing  his  companions,  he  said,  “  This  same  Hopper,  his 
brother,  and  damned  old  father,  Arthur  Tappan,  Barney 
Cotas,  and  David  Buggies,  a  damned  nigger,  who  they  treat  aa 
a  brother — I’d  give  my  own  life  to  have  him  here — are  the 
very  leaders  of  Abolition  in  New  York  city.”  At  this  mo¬ 
ment  I  received  a  severe  blow  in  the  face  from  a  person 
whom  1  believed  to  be  a  brother  of  J.  F.  Collier,  the  claim¬ 
ant  of  a  man  of  the  same  name,  whom  he  had  caused  to  be 
arrested  in  New  York  last  fall,  as  his  tiave.  My  brother 
and  myself  produced  several  highly  respectable  witnesses, 
who  t^iified  that  they  had  known  him  as  a  resident  of  New 
York  several  years  prior  to  the  time  of  his  alleged  elope¬ 
ment.  I  received  also  a  severe  kick,  and  a  boy  about  filteen 
years  of  age  spit  in  my  face.  1  was  directed  to  draw  out 
from  under  the  bed,  a  box  that  I  bad  brought  with  me,  and 
which  thev,  no  doubt, expected  to  find  slocked  with  “incen¬ 
diary  publications  "  The  lid  was  forced  off  and  they  were 
much  disappointed  on  finding  it  empty.  They  then  told  me 
to  unlock  my  trunk.  While  feeling  for  my  keys,  a  person 
said,  “Come,  damn  you,  you  don't  move  fast  enough — I’ll 
do  It  for  you  ;  and  thrusting  his  hands  into  my  pocket,  be 
drew  out  my  keys,  opened  the  trunk,  and  commenced  a 
regular  search,  which  he  continued,  throwing  iny  clothes, 
&.C.  over  the  floor,  until  he  discovered  a  small  bundle  of 
pamphlets.  These  had  been  gratuitously  loaned  to  me  by  a 
clergyman  of  Charleston,  and  not  having  examined  them, 
1  was  myself  igiiotani  of  their  character.  Among  them 
was  a  tract,  published  in  1824,  by  the  Society  of  Friends,  in 
Philadelphia,  desciibing  the  colony  at  Sierra  Leone,  and  giv¬ 
ing  an  account  of  the  foreign  slave  trade.  They  said,  this 
was  what  they  wanted: — here  was  abolitionism.  A  num¬ 
ber  immediately  left  the  room,  went  down  stairs,  and  cried 
out  to  those  who  were  crowding  the  bar-room  and  the  halls 
of  the  hotel,  that  they  had  found  a  trunk  full  of  abolition 
pamphlets !  My  pockets  were  searched,  and  1  was  directed  to 
“say  iiiy  last  prayers,”  and  go  with  them.  They  then  seiz- 
rd  me.  ard  were  taking  me  out  of  the  room,  when  the  bar¬ 
keeper,  whose  name  is  Oat^  came  to  the  door.  I  told  him 
that  1  was  an  inmate  of  his  house,  and  it  waa  his  duty  to

John  Hopper,  the  young  man  who  so  narrowly  escaped 
the  fury  of  the  Savannah  mob,  led  on  by  a  Marshal  of  the 
city  of  New  York,  is  the  son  of  a  well  known  and  respect¬ 
able  Quaker  here,  Isaac  T.  Hopper — and  was  at  the  Bouth 
in  the  prosecution  of  ordinary  business. 

And  now,  having  read  these  statements,  wbat  must  be 
tho  reflections  of  every  rmht- thinking  man  at  this  spectacle 
of  a  free-born  American,  in  the  land  of  prolessed  liberty  and 
security,  without  offence,  without  warrant  of  law,  and  with 
out  the  intervention  of  any  of  those  forma  of  justice  devised 
for  the  protection  of  tbe  citizen — violently  assailed  in  his 
own  apartment,  his  person  insulted,  his  life  threatened,  his 
papers  seized  upon  and  searched,  and  finally  himself  drag¬ 
ged  to  a  prison  and  kept  in  a  cell  during  a  whole  night  — 
whence  be  was  only  liberated  that  he  might  flee  from  the  city 
where  his  business  called  him.  and  where  the  Constitution 
guarantees  his  right  to  be  in  equal  safety,  and  upon  an  equal 
footing,  with  any  of  iis  residents  I 
As  for  this  Nash,  if  be  still  hold  a  warrant  as  Marshal  of 
this  city,  we  call  upon  the  Mayor  at  once  to  examine  into 
the  matters  here  charged,  and  if  the  conduct  ascribed  to  him 
be  correctly  stated,  to  revoke  that  warrant  without  delay 

[We  are  happy  to  state,  that  this  appeal  to  Mayor 
Lawrence  wa-s  not  without  effect,  although  all  previous 
remonstrances,  grounded  on  his  activity  in  kidnapping, 
his  cruelty  to  Lee,  in  Westchester,  and  his  assault  on 
Mr.  Ruggles,  failed  of  receiving  attention.  Now  a  white 
citizen  is  concerned,  a  merchant  in  the  prosecution  of 
his  business  is  assailed  without  even  the  form  or  chance 
of  law,  and  justice  awakes  from  her  leaden  sleep. 

On  Wedne.sday  Mr.  officer  Nash  was  summoned  be¬ 
fore  his  honor  the  Mayor,  and  these  and  other  facts  be¬ 
ing  fully  established,  the  brutal  kidnapper  was  discharg¬ 
ed  from  the  office  be  had  so  long  dishoppred.

State  of  the  South. — A  New  Orleans  paper,  of  AprI  26, 
says  the  leas  by  the  depreciation  of  slave  property  atone  in 
Mississippi,  is  enough  lo  bankrupt  Ihe  state. 

The  planlers  had  anticipated  their  crops,  and  received  and  ex¬ 
pended  ihree-fourths  uf  their  value  months  ago.  On  tho  delivery 
of  ibe  Colton  so  bought  and  paid  for,  they  expected  to  mortgage 
as  it  were  their  labor,  capital  ard  lime  for  the  next  twelve 
manllis,  to  procure  the  support  of  their  negroes,  and  means  for 
carrying  on  iheir  planta'ioiiH.  They  are  now  lefl  without  pro¬ 
visions,  and  the  niea' s  of  living  and  using  iheir  industry,  for  the 
present  year.  In  this  ililemma,  planters  whose  crops  have  b>en 
from  KM)  to  700  bales,  find  iheinselvcs  forced  to  sacrifice  many 
of  their  slaves  iirorder  to  get  the  common  necessaries  of  life  for 
the  support  of  themselves  and  ihe  rest  of  their  negroes.  In  one 
instance,  a  small  planter,  who  owned  twenty-two  slaves,  sold 
three  of  his  best  men,  for  which  he  actually  paid  $3200,  for  $860, 
to  buy  pork  nnd  c  >rn  for  ;ho  remainder.  In  many  places,  plant¬ 
ers  compel  Iheir  si  aves  lo  fish  for  the  means  of  suhsisi  ence,  rather 
than  sell  them  at  such  ruinous  rates.  '1  here  are  at  this  moment 
thoiisandi  i  f  slaves  in  Mississipiti,  that  know  not  where  their 
next  morsel  is  to  come  from.  The  master  must  be  ruined  lo 
save  the  wretches  from  being  starved.

Mr.  Williams  was  very  rudely  cross-examined  by  the 
counsel  for  the  claimant.  In  reply  to  a  question,  he  re¬ 
marked  that  Dixon  did  not  appear  like  a  slave. 

Lawyer. — But  if  you  bad  not  heard  that  the  prironer  waa 
a  slave,  how  came  you  to  think  about  it  when  you  saw 
him  ? 

Witness. — Because,  I  am  always  thinking  about  it,  es¬ 
pecially  when  I  see  a  colored  man  whom  I  don’t  know.  I 
am  a  colored  man  myself,  and  I  know  what  colored  men 
have  to  suffer,  it  is  in  my  mind  all  the  time.  1  am  always 
thinking  about  it. 

Richard  Livingston,  a  colored  man,  testified  with  great 
clearness  and  directness  lo  the  identity  of  the  prisoner.— 
Witness  has  lived  in  llie  family  of  VYillett  Hicks  ever  since 
1837.  In  the  year  1828,  in  April,  Mr.  Hicks  went  to  the 
Yearly  Meeii.ig  of  Friends  in  Philadelphia,  and  during  his 
absence,  witness  employed  William  Dixon,  the  scnisi.d, 
as  a  whitewasher — reflects  tbe  circumstances  perfectly ; 
it  occurred  about  the  tin)e  of  the  birth  of  witaess’a  son 
Jamew,  who  ia  now  eiglit  yeara  old — witness  is  positive  ths 
man  in  Court  before  him  is  tbeaamehe  employed  in  white¬ 
washing — witness  had  been  a  servant  in  Hon.  Theodore 
Frelin^iuyaea’a  family  two  years,  and  referred  to  him  for 
bis  character.  Has  known  Dixon  ever  since.

1  had  received  since  leaving  home  requiring  me  to  explaai 
many  passages,  which  they  professeit  nut  to  understand. — 

At  this  juncture,  Captain  Wiiieberger,  the  proprietor  of  the 
hotel,  entered  tlio  room  in  a  great  passion,  and  cried  out, 

“Why  don't  you  bring  him  down?  My  property  will  be  j 
L'esiroyed.  I  can  do  nothing  with  the  mob  below.  If  you 
don’t  take  him  down  immediately  they  will  do  it  them-  j 
selves.”  Then,  turning  towards  me,  he  continued  ;  “  Young 
man,  you  are  in  a  very  utiforiunale  aituation.
